UILDING BULLETIN No. 16, published by the Ministry of Education 

(HMSO, price 7s. 6d.) and describing one of their development projects, 
the Junior School at Amersham, is one of the most detailed and lengthy 
bulletins they have produced. Unlike previous bulletins, it is deliberately set 
out in a way which may not necessarily allow for quick reference on any one 
aspect of the subject, but which enables a complete story to be told in all its 
detail, right from the conception of the project to the completed building; 
indeed, in view of the recognised difficulty of producing text books for archi- 
tectural education and keeping them up to date, this bulletin might serve 
as a useful examplar on the principles and their application to design and 
construction. 

This development project at Amersham which the bulletin records has set 
out to do two things: to take a stage further research into educational require- 
ments and their effect on school buildings; and to demonstrate the possibility 
of using rationalised traditional building construction—both interesting sub- 
jects in themselves which, although interwoven in the bulletin, are distinct. 

It is an interesting general commentary on the design of schools that, 
although the Ministry produced its first bulletin in 1949 on Primary Schools, 
it has now been found necessary to examine important developments since 
that date. The fact is that the satisfying of changing educational requirements 
in buildings, which are largely permanent by nature, sets many tricky problems 
which, of course, are not peculiar to schools alone. It is recognised that junior 
education is still in process of evolution, and it is therefore not only difficult 
to arrive at agreed points of departure between educationists and architect on 
which the latter can design but also to design in such a way that the resulting 
building can be adapted without too much difficulty to unforeseen require- 
ments. All design in terms of extreme flexibility tends to cost more, and in 
many instances at this Amersham school, desirable flexibility has been restricted 
by cost limits. 

The manner in which the research on educational requirements has been 
conducted is exemplary. In fact, the reading in those parts of the bulletin 
is as stimulating as a novel. Emphasis is placed upon the design of every 
piece of furniture, and it is surprising to note that ‘ surveys have shown that 
only 5 per cent. of the children measured had desks and chairs which were 
correctly dimensioned for good posture.’ From this point, investigations 
proceed into each unit of space concerned in the design of the school, the 
treatment of each being comprehensive so as to include all services, lighting, 
heating, acoustics, colour, etc., rather than to separate these aspects as in 
previous bulletins. Thus is brought out the importance of the bearing of one 
aspect on another. Emphasis is placed constantly on the human aspect. 

As an exercise in pure building technique, this development project would 
seem to indicate a welcome reorientation of the Ministry’s policy—no doubt in 
preparation for the urgent but postponed reorganisation of rural schools. 

Although it has been recognised, as a result of recent investigation under- 
taken by the Ministry, that productivity has been far higher in the building 
of prefabricated schools, it is realised that these methods are, in the main, 
likely to be limited to those Authorities which have annual building 
programmes large enough to justify the new methods of administration and 
construction involved, and that in practice it is unlikely that more than 25 per 
cent. of any programme could make use of these methods. Furthermore 
and this is important—it is recognised that it is necessary to use forms of 
building construction which are within the capacity of medium-sized building 
firms and which would be appropriate for small or rural programmes. 

At first sight this might seem to be a backward step in current thinking, 
but the difficulties, frankly acknowledged in the bulletin, in the working out 
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of constructional and other details only point to the alarmingly wide gap 
which still exists between theory and practice in this field. In spite of the 
fact that the builder for this scheme was nominated beforehand, and that 
there was the closest collaboration at all stages between architect, quantity 
surveyor and builder, some details of building construction which were fully 
discussed between this team and which, according to current methods of 
measurement and cost analysis, appeared to be the most economical, turned 
out in practice not to be so, perhaps because consultation on the builder’s 
side was at the highest level rather than with the craftsmen involved. 

This points to one of the greatest difficulties in the industry at the present 
time, namely, the question of communication between the brain which designs 
and the hand which builds. The well-intentioned efforts of the architect who 
is anxious to reduce cost may be nullified by the builder who does not 
appreciate fully those intentions, and orders say, the wrong type of partition 
blocks or carries out the building operations in a sequence different from 
that envisaged; this difficulty of communication is not always helped by the 
standard method of measurement which is currently in use. 

Here then is a problem which needs to be studied seriously. If full 
advantage is to be taken of increased productivity from a rationalised system 
of traditional building construction as opposed to prefabrication, there must 
be a readiness to re-learn and to re-examine each problem afresh on all sides. 


PICCADILLY CIRCUS 


* CG TRAIGHTER than a corkscrew but not so straight as a rainbow’ was 

Mark Twain’s comment on * The Street that is called Straight.” To find 
an epigram adequate to that oddly mis-shapen space called Piccadilly Circus 
would probably have taxed even his powers of ironic jest. 

Nash’s original Circus remained intact until about 1886, when the north- 
east segment and the island block of buildings attached to it was swept away 
to allow for the formation of Shaftesbury-avenue, leaving a funnel-shaped space 
bounded by what had been the north side of Glasshouse-street and the south 
side of Coventry-street. On this the Victorians at once sited some public 
lavatories—their inevitable first choice for civic adornment—following up 
later with Alfred Gilbert’s Shaftesbury Memorial (otherwise Eros) in 1893. 

In the rebuilding of the twenties, the late Sir Reginald Blomfield removed 
the three surviving segments of the Circus, turning the two on the southern 
side into re-entrant angles and squaring off that on the north-west corner, with 
its attached end pavilion of the Quadrant, into the east elevation of Swan 
and Edgar’s building. At the same time he produced a design for the con- 
version of the ‘circus’ into a rectangular open space enclosed by facades in 
keeping with those he had already designed, the whole having much the 
appearance of an 18th-century Continental place. If this scheme could have 
been carried out it would no doubt have given reasonable satisfaction, except 
to modernists, shopkeepers, traffic experts and lovers of illuminated signs. 

A plan has now been prepared by the LCC for the long-term redevelopment 
of the Circus, as a basis of negotiation between developers and the Council. 
From the model of the scheme, illustrated in our issue for October 17, it will 
be seen that the plan is roughly rectangular, envisaging some new roads, the 
disappearance of the London Pavilion and the Criterion among other well- 
known buildings, and the erection of several tall buildings with elevated 
approaches to some of them from the central space. 


If it were possible to redesign the Circus completely many would like to 
see it a real circus again, conforming with the circular ambulatory of the 
Underground Station. Architects and planners generally seem to be obsessed 
by the T-square nowadays, with an inevitable loss of the romantic element 
in design imparted by curves. Even from the traffic point of view the curve 
has distinct practical advantages over the sharp right-angled turn. It is 
unfortunate that the existence of several comparatively new buildings in the 
Circus designed ‘ on the straight ’ would prevent the achievement of a real circus 
for many years to come. However, the possibilities ought to be explored. 

If, as we must assume, there is now no hope of the Circus being rebuilt with 
uniform elevations, then it could be made a much more attractive enclosure 
than it is to-day on lines suggested in the LCC scheme. One may doubt 
whether the elevated approaches to some of the buildings are really necessary. 
If the main object of these is to separate pedestrian from vehicular traffic, 
then they are superfluous in view of the existing pedestrian subway, which 
could be easily extended to the extremities of the enlarged Circus. Neverthe- 


less, the plan is a good start towards redeeming an ar é i

News from the Cape 


LONG LETTER from L. W. Thornton 

White gives news of architectural 
doings in the Cape, where he is Professor 
of Architecture in the University. The 
school has had Buckminster Fuller as a 
guest lecturer. Fuller enthused the final- 
year students to such a pitch that the 
made two experimental 20-ft. diameter 
geodesic spheres. ‘ These were immediate 
successes, and within a week were imme- 
diate failures, says Thornton White, * and 
were consigned to the scrapheap.

However, Mr. Spence’s visit to the Cape 
during his forthcoming Presidential tour 
in March should coincide with the open- 
ing of the new Department of Architec- 
ture building on the University site, so 
that the students should get a sight of 
the President after all. The new building, 
which replaces a series of huts in which 
the school has flourished during and since 
the war, contains some interesting fea- 
tures. It has been designed by Thornton 
White, who has now been commissioned 
to build a new Zoology block, another 
for Chemical Engineering and an exten- 
sion for the Psychology block. He will 
also act as consultant for new buildings 
for the Geology and Engineering facul- 
ties. No one who knows ‘TW’ will 
doubt his absolute ability to cope with 
these new commissions in addition to 
directing what is probably the most suc- 
cessful of all Commonwealth schools of 
architecture, but many openly envy him 
the ability to do so much so supremely 
well. He has now recovered, it is good 
to hear, from the damage to his eyes done 
last April by a searing dust-storm when 
his plane touched down on the fringe 
of the desert outside Khartoum. This 
has left him colour-blind in the right eye 
but, as he characteristically says, ‘it is 
most enlightening to be able to see the full 
colour effects with one and the realism of 
pure tone values with the other.’

The toast of the Faculty was proposed 
by Mr. A. E. Ullmer, national chairman 
of the Institute of Municipal Building 
Management and in his reponse the 
president, Mr. V. W. Allen, referred to 
the fact that he was the first president 
of the Faculty to be employed in local 
government, although local government 
officers comprised 18 per cent of the total 
membership. There were quite a number 
of professional bodies connected with the 
building industry, and in his term of office 
it would, he said, be his endeavour to co- 
operate with them more than in the past. 
The toast of the guests was proposed by 
Mr. G. J. Frost, and Mr. R. Vernon- 
Smith responded. 

One of the highlights of the evening 
was the appearance of ‘ Bert and Beck, 
London’s Senior Pearly King and Queen’ 
who, after leading the dancing in the 
Lambeth Walk, passed the hat round and 
collected a total of £16 towards the FAS 
Benevolent Fund. 


North Wales Exhibition 


THE FIGHT against haphazard building, 
poor taste and bad planning which to-day 
constitutes such a grave threat to civilised 
standards in town and country has 
recently been carried to Denbighshire, 
where the North Wales Architectural 
Society has been holding a photographic 
exhibition, in Wrexham, to draw people’s 
attention to these dangers. Wrexham 
itself came in for some harsh criticism 
with the exception of the town’s civic 
centre, which was described as ‘a 
pleasant oasis in the town, not marred by 
signs or excessive tree pruning.” The 
Queen’s visit to the contre is com- 
memorated by a pyramid of stone which, 
however, comes in for vitriolic criticism. 
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Mr. H. Anthony Clark, FRIBA, acting 
public relations officer for the North 
Wales Architectural Society, took the 
photographs and wrote the captions. The 
stone pyramid in question is called 
‘Cleopatra’s Thimble’ and is said to be 
completely lacking in dignity and beauty. 

A complex road junction which has 16 
traffic lights and a maze of direction signs 
was instanced as an example of unco- 
ordinated planning. The exhibition 
designers reported that they hope to wake 
people up to the dangers of bad planning 
and create interest in good design and 
such matters. 

The Nuffield Foundation 


THE THIRTEENTH REPORT Of the Nuffield 
Foundation records a grant of £30,000 to 
the Department of Architecture, Edin- 
burg University, under Professor R. H. 
Matthew, CBE, FRIBA, for research 
into domestic housing. Professor 
Matthew will be concerned with two 
‘live’ experiments—a rural group of 50 
to 75 low-density houses to be built by 
the East Lothian County Council, and 
a high-density housing group to be built 
by the New Town Corporation of 
Cumbernauld. A grant of £3,500 has 
been made to Mr. John Mogey, lecturer 
in sociology at the University of Oxford, 
for study of a new rural housing estate 
near Oxford. 

Other interesting features of the report 
include notes on the study of the pre- 
Conquest Churches of England now 
being made by Dr. H. M. Taylor, CBE, 
secretary-general of the faculties in the 
University of Cambridge, and Mrs. 
Taylor; and on the records of experi- 
ence with the experimental ward unit at 
Larkfield Hospital, Greenock, and the 
experimental theatre block and surgical 
unit at Musgrave Park Hospital, Belfast. 
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UBLIN’S famous theatre, the Abbey, which was 
burned out some years ago, is to be rebuilt. In this 
project Mr. Michacl Scott, FRIAI, is associated with 
M. Pierre Sonrel, SADG, of Paris, and their design is now 
illustrated. This is expected to be the finalised scheme. 
The theme behind the plan is expressed in the following 
extracts from a report made by the consultant architect : 
‘This project, from the point of view of the theatre, 
gives every guarantee of functioning well, and one can even 
state that this building should be classified among those 
prototype buildings which serve as examples for others. 
Despite the multiple restrictions which made the solution 
of the project most arduous—among which the lack of 
space on the site must be placed first—the general plan and 
layout are most logical and judicious. The auditorium 
and the public part of the theatre will produce an impres- 
sion of intimacy and of that dramatic communion which is 
essential. The layout of the stage and technical areas,

due to their fiexibility will permit the staging of productions 
of varied character under the best conditions. The work 
of the theatre personnel will be facilitated by the practical 
planning of the premises. 

‘As for the actors, they will have comfortable and 
hygienic dressing rooms for their work, and adequate, 
well-lit rest-rooms during off-stage periods. Finally, it 
should be particularly noted that the completion of this 
study results in a most economical plan. No seating space 
is lost, no superfluous luxury encumbers the running of the 
theatre with unnecessary expense. The perfectly rational 
structure does not comport any exceptional or burdensome 
feature. On the whole, all the solutions which haye been 
adopted are economical. In conclusion, we feel that we 
can give a very favourable opinion on the project as it now 
stands.” 

The Foyer : The task of designing the foyer in the limited 
depth available, so as to create an atmosphere of pleasant 
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circulation and at the same time allowing simple control, 
has been achieved by a system of open stairways connecting 
the foyers, bar and balcony with promenades which run 
into side walls of auditorium, giving pleasant access to the 
various entrances to stalls and balcony and at the same time 
linking all freely together. For easy management one bar 
only has been provided at intermediate level between 
balcony and stalls. From all the perambulatory spaces, 
one is always aware of the auditorium which they serve. 
The rear wall of the auditorium is exposed in this foyer 
and forms the dominant feature from which all balconies 
and promenades radiate. The vertical unfolding of space

will more than adequately compensate for the lack of depth. 

The Auditorium : This has been designed to accommo- 
date 606 persons, 402 seats in stalls and 204 seats in balcony. 
This number is slightly greater than the old theatre, but is 
considered a minimum for economical management. The 
floor of the auditorium has been stepped to allow perfect 
sightlines from all seats, with steppings increasing towards 
rear of auditorium. The balcony steppings are designed to 
allow complete view of forestage. Provision has been 


made for the extension of the forestage when required. 
The balcony has been brought through to the Proscenium 
by the use of * loges ° stepping down to a height of 7 ft. 6 in.

The President’s box is at this level and 
has been designed to allow direct communication with 
actors and public. 

The Stage : The stage area has been treated on trad- 
itional lines and is adequate for productions of varied 
character. The scenedocks and workshops are all con- 
veniently placed to stageblock with direct access through 
open air lobbies to lighting galleries and fly galleries. The 
entire ceiling space over Auditorium has been utilised for 
stage lighting, which also allows for complete coverage of 
the extended forestage. This gallery communicates with 
projection room and fly gallery, facilitating simple control 
of all lighting areas. The projection room is approached 
through open air lobbies allowing its use for cinemato- 
graphic displays. 

* The Peacock’ : The project includes two different sized 
theatres, the ‘ Peacock ’ being used for experimental pro- 
ductions. As these theatres cannot overlap on plan, the

* Peacock’ has been designed under the * Abbey’ foyer 
and is provided with full stage facilities and adjustable fore- 
stage. The auditorium seats 156 persons and can function 
quite independently of the Abbey Theatre, having its own 
entrance from Abbey-street, dressing rooms, management 
arrangements and prop stores. 

The Actors: Dressing rooms have been designed to 
accommodate four persons or as single rooms with con- 
venient access to stage rehearsal areas and wardrobes. Lift 
and staircase from dressing rooms open direct into actors’ 
waiting area immediately off the stage proper. A ‘ green 
room ’ and ancillary rest rooms have been provided on the 
top floor grouped around a roof garden. 

The Management : Offices for administrative staff are 
provided on top floor and approached by a separate stair- 
case independent of the theatre, while communication is 
possible from office suite to all parts of the house for control 
of technical staff.

HIS medium-sized and moderately 

priced house has won the Sir John 
Sulman Medal and Diploma, an Australian 
architectural award. Set in natural bush- 
land at 41 Boundary-road, Wahroonga, 
one of the northern suburbs of Sydney, it 
is owned by the architect, a member of 
the firm of John Allen & Russell C. Jack 
of Sydney. 
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The north elevation showing the study and, 
beyond, the open verandah 
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The award, which commemorates Sir 
John Sulman (1849-1934), Australian archi- 
tect, town-planner and art enthusiast, is 
made annually by the New South Wales 
Council of the Royal Australian Institute of 
Architects, for one of six different classes of 
architecture. The class for 1957 was for 
individual domestic residences. Mr. Jack’s 
home was finished just in time to be eligible 
for the award. 

The house cost about £A6,000 and has a 
study, sitting room, dining room, kitchen, 
bedroom, combined bathroom and laundry, 
an open verandah and an entrance hall. The 
plan provides for the addition of two 
bedrooms and a carport. 

The aim of the architects in their design 
was to create a home which fitted harmoni- 
ously into the bushland setting of the site, 
which slopes steeply and was thickly over- 
grown with small eucalyptus trees, acacias 
and other native shrubs. Only those which 
were in the way of construction were 
removed. A small creek which trickles over 
a 4 ft. waterfall was not disturbed. An open 
courtyard encloses the actual water fall and 
the creek was left in its natural condition to 
pass under the house and wander uninter- 
ruptedly through the site. 


A white-painted textured brick wall 80 ft. 
long and broken only by two arches—one of 
normal height giving access to a catwalk 
across the courtyard to the entrance hall 
and a small one for the creek—protects the 
house from the street on its southerly aspect. 
The back of the house which faces north is 
an almost unbroken expanse of glass with 
a narrow verandah traversing its whole 
length. This large expanse of glass admits 
almost unlimited winter sunshine but wide 
eaves offer protection against any fierceness 
of the summer sun. 

The house, with the exception of the 
front wall, is constructed mainly of oiled 
timber. The flat roof is finished with river 
gravel and similar wall finishes are used in- 
ternally to those apparent externally.

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Modern 
Stained Glass 


New and Traditional Techniques 


From a Correspondent 


HE resurgence of Church building 

which has taken place in the last few 
years has led to a renewed interest in the 
design and use of stained glass. The trend 
of modern design has been a return to 
the original medieval techniques where 
the illustration was drawn by the shapes 
of the individual pieces of glass and the 
lead cames that bind them. During the 
Gothic revival the basic principle of 
stained glass work, that the colour shouid 
be in the glass, not on it, was lost in the 
highly detailed, thickly painted windows 
that were typical of that era. In many 
cases the amount of paint fired on to the 
glass in the window was sufficient to 
obscure the daylight. 

The painting on the lead-framed win- 
dows illustrated has been kept to a 
minimum, for it is not considered to be 
a legitimate resource of the stained glass 
craftsman and artist; at best it is only 
an added embellishment. It is used in 
these modern designs only as modelling 
or for faces and inscriptions. 

The traditional method of producing 
stained glass windows, in which the glass 
is held by the ‘H’ shaped lead cames, is 
about 1,000 years old, but in recent years 
a new technique has been developed. It 
differs from the older style in a number 
of ways, the most obvious being that the 
frame work is constructed in reinforced 
concrete. 


A Special Technique 


This technique, two examples of which 
are illustrated, has been developed in this 
country by James Powell and Sons 
(Whitefriars Studios), Wealdstone, 
Middlesex. Some similar work has been 
done on the Continent, but many details 
of the method used by the Whitefriars 
Studios are unique. 

The glass used in these windows is an 
inch thick and is of a special type pro- 
duced in a wonderful variety of jewel 
colours by the glass company to which 
the studios belong. Unlike the normal 
products of a high-quality glass manufac- 
turer, which must be flawless, any 
bubbles, flaws or swirls of colour which 
may appear in this glass are retained to 
add extra life to the finished window. 

The windows are designed in much the 
same way as are the traditional type. The 
original is drawn to a smaller scale and 
coloured. When the final design has been 
decided upon it is reproduced full size. 
Each individual piece of glass is then 
hand cut to fit the pattern and what will 
be the inner surface is chipped to make 
facets which will catch the light and give 
sparkle to the window. Each piece is 
stuck down on to the full-size cartoon 
which is surrounded by a wooden batten. 
When the jigsaw of coloured glass is in 
position, reinforcing copper wires are 
inserted in the wider spaces between the 
pieces. The concrete is then poured

around the glass and is left undisturbed 
for several weeks. 

This concrete is.a special mix, deve- 
loped in conjunction with the Cement and 
Concrete Association, and has undergone 
vigorous testing for weathering and also 
for the effects of expansion. 

When the concrete is sufficiently mature 
to allow it to be handled, the paper with 
the design is removed and the outer face 
of the window is left smooth and flush 
although the inner face, which will not be 
affected by the weather, is strongly tex- 
tured on both the glass and the concrete. 

As can be seen from the illustrations, 
this type of frame plays a rather more 
important part in the design than does 
the more usual lead frame. It enables the 
artist to include solid black areas in the 
design, as the shape and thickness of the 
concrete frame can be varied at will, 
whereas with a lead frame the thickness 
of the dividing black lines is standard. 

No painting is done in this type of 
window and the combination of bold 
refracting colours and the heavy black 
framework leads to a powerful, almost 
primitive, feeling in the designs, very 
much to the modern taste. 

Most of the windows so far constructed 
have been designed in the Whitefriars 
Studios as the new technique is not yet 
well known. The artists in the studios 
have co-operated very closely during the 
experimental stage with the craftsmen 
who build the windows, and most of the 
problems have been solved. The windows 
are designed to be made up in panels of 
7 or 8 sq. ft., weighing about 1 cwt., as 
anything larger would be very awkward 
to handle. This does not restrict the total 
size of the window, but it does affect the 
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design as it produces a broad band of 
concrete at the junction of the panels. 

A number of windows have been 
exported to America and in this country 
they have been used in the German 
Evangelical Church, Sydenham, and a 
number of other buildings. The first 
stained glass windows of this type were 
installed in a church at Reigate, Surrey, 
in 1956. The designers are keen to per- 
suade potential clients that stained glass 
need not be limited to churches and they 
consider that this type of construction is 
highly suitable for use in commercial 
buildings. 


* Modern-Day Saints’ 

Figures of Dr. Albert Schweitzer, 
Abraham Lincoln and Florence Nightin- 
gale are among those depicted in a 
stained-glass window shortly to be 
shipped from the studios to New York. 
The window is one of 17  five-light 
clerestorey windows for St. Thomas's 
Episcopal Church in New York City. 
Goodness is the theme of the window in 
which figures of modern times are asso- 
ciated with those of St. Barnabas, in the 
centre, and the Good Samaritan. Other 
windows in the north wing of the 
clerestorey are dedicated to other human 
virtues, such as gentleness, faith and love, 
and those in the south wing to 
St. Thomas and sacred subjects. Each 
of the individual windows is 20 ft. high 
and 2 ft. 6 ins. wide. 

Inscribed at the base of the centre 
light are the words: ‘ To the glory of God 
and in loving memory of Florence Adele 
Vanderbilt Twombly, born 1854; died 
1952.°

How to Spread the Butter 


To the Editor of The Builder 

IR,—Like other of your readers, I 

found the report of Mr. Clarke Hall's 
Presidential Address to the AA (The 
Builder of last week) most interesting. 
You dealt in the editorial with some of 
the points raised by him; may I briefly 
allude to the subsequent discussion in 
which Mr. Bryan Westwood advocated 
dispensing with two passes at A level 
GCE as the minimum qualification for 
acceptance into an architectural school, 
and relying instead on a larger number 
of passes at O level? 

Mr. Westwood, I assume, accepts the 
theory that if an intending student has only 
a certain amount of mental ‘ butter’ then it 
should be spread over as large a slice of 
bread as possible. In other words, that he 
should gain a smattering (for that is all an 
O level pass connotes) of many subjects 
rather than become more knowledgeable 
about a few. 

If I have correctly interpreted his remarks, 
then I should like to dispute his theory. The 
value of sitting for the A level exams lies 
not only in the additional period of school- 
ing it requires but essentially in the greater 
degree of application demanded of the 
student. It is by application, by develop- 
ing powers of concentration and analysis, 
that a student can train himself to have the 
‘inquiring mind’ which Sir Howard 
Robertson, in the brilliant analysis of 
student needs which he gave in the same 
discussion, defined as one of five basic facul- 
ties which an intending architect should 
have 

Shortly, no architectural school can, 
within the brief period of five years, hope to 
instil even the rudiments of the great list of 
requirements asked today of an architect 
But it can develop the concentrative abili- 
ties and inquiring mind of a student to a 
stage where he is able to attack logically 
any new problem he may meet, provided 
that in his preliminary education he has 
learned how to work. This prerequisite will 
not, in my submission at least, be achieved 
by acceptance as qualification of O level 
passes alone.

Modifying the Architect’s Code 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—I have noticed for some time 

past that a number of well-known 
firms of contractors are offering a 
‘ packaged service’ to clients at large and 
also, I might say, to some,clients of my 
own. 

Such packaged services contain architec 
tural services and the architects who col- 
laborate in such schemes therefore would 
appear to be obtaining the advantage of 
advertising. Architects who offer normal 
architectural services appear to be at a dis 
advantage, with only two courses open to 
them, namely: 

1. To refrain from inviting tenders 
from contractors offering a packaged 
service. This method, whilst appearing 
simple to put into operation, might well 
deprive a client of a useful tender; 
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2. To offer a similar packaged service. 
This is not at present permitted under the 
Code of Practice. 

As the practice of offering a comprehen- 
sive service appears to be growing and an 
increasing number of clients are becoming 
interested, it may be that a modification to 
the present Code be considered which 
would enable the architect to continue to 
play a leading part in the development of 
our cities.

The Puzzling Robins and Robson 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—On the lines of two previous con- 
tributions on confusing members of 
respective families (‘ The puzzling Mylne 
family,’ Builder, May 18, 1956: ‘The 
puzzling Deane (and Woodward) family,’ 
May 17, 1957), another tangle of names, 
bearers of two similar surnames, seemed 
opportunely worthy of _ elucidation. 
Six personalities—three important, the 
others rather less so—here occur; two 
of them (Edward Cookworthy Robins and 
Edward Robert Robson) make confusion 
worse confounded by doing somewhat 
similar types of work and running ‘ neck 
and neck’ during the same period, viz., 
the late ’50s to the "90s—over forty years. 
The way they followed, so to say, in each 
other’s wake is most remarkable. Robins’s 
date of birth has not been found, but it 
must have been near Robson’s, 1835. 
Robson’s first recorded work was in 1858 
onward, Robins’s 1859; Robson did a design 
for extending the old Admiralty building in 
1884, Robins a plan in 1885. Robson admit- 
tedly did his first known work or writing on 
schools, their chief joint interest, in 1874, 
some time before Robins’s 1880, but their 
last traced efforts in that direction were in 
the same year (1897); it is to be noted that it 
was Robson who produced the familiar Lon- 
don stock-brick schools (see Architl. Review, 
1958, June, p. 393). Robins’s schools were 
mostly of a different grade and of a debased 
Victorian style; Robins is stated to have been 
the first architect to the London School 
Board (1870- ), under the Elementary Edu- 
cation Act of that year. Again, they were, 
it seems, both FSAs. Robson's last recorded 
work (1900) was a little after Robins’s (1897), 
but they died in successive years—the former 
in 1917, the latter in 1918; it seems surprising 
that men active so long ago should have 
died so recently. (The fact that Robson was 
thus slightly in advance of Robins incon- 
veniently fails to tally with the alphabetical 
order of their surnames.) 

As to the other four, the only other 
Robins was S. Denison, who is recorded only 
in 1890. Of the Robsons, the first of all was 
R. H. (forenames unknown) who flourished 
c. 1851-52; little else seems to be known 
about him. Robson’s son, Philip A. 
(Appleby), born 36 years after him, seems to 
have started up just before his father’s last 
work, viz., in 1898; he died only in 1951. 
Both father and son lived long (E. R. aged 
about 82, P. A. 80). No other relationship 
is known between any other of those named. 
The remaining holder of the name Robson 
was F. C., whose only traced works were in 
1927; he died even more recently. There 
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are, however, several more recent Robsons 
mentioned in journals, 1935 onward.

THE MENACE OF BAD 
DEVELOPMENT 


Sir Hugh Casson’s Advice to 
Weybridge Residents 


Sir HuGH Casson, addressing Weybridge 
(Surrey) Residents’ Association, on 
November 6, gave some sound advice on the 
menace of bad development. Discussing 
preservation, he said we did not want too 
much nostalgia. 

‘We are all in the battle to get things 
done better, he told the meeting, * and the 
danger is of spending a great deal of effort 
in preventing things being done and not 
enough time on the more creative work of 
getting what is done, done better.’ 

As an association, they were the shock 
troops, and the association would not exist 
unless they felt things were not quite so 
good as they might be in Weybridge. He 
did not think they were not good, but they 
might be better. The first rule for them was 
to observe; the second was evaluation; and 
the third was information. They would 
never win battles without a good intelligence 
service. 

The next thing was being ready when the 
time came. Then there was action and 
dynamic approach. The tendency of most 
such societies was to spend so much time 
fighting rearguard actions that they had no 
time to do anything creative. They must re- 
learn the art of being a nuisance—a creative 
nuisance. 


Temple to be Restored 


MaRBLE from the old High Altar in 
St. Paul’s Cathedral is to be used in the 
restoration of one of the temples designed 
by Vanbrugh in 1724. This is at Castle 
Howard, near Malton, in Yorkshire, and 
it will be used in the restoration of the 
Temple of the Four Winds. The marble 
from St. Paul’s is being incorporated in 
a floor of Portland Stone inlaid with 
patterns of coloured marble. 

The marble was part of the High Altar 
which was damaged by bombing in 1940. 
Pieces of it have been sent to nearly 200 
churches throughout the world.

T= building, which is a joint venture of two brewers 
and the Hatfield Development Corporation, is an 
unusual combination of public house and community 
centre. It came about when it was found that public 
funds could not provide social amenities for the Southend 
area of Hatfield New Town. 

Both the Corporation and the brewers contributed to 
the planning of Hilltop by pooling their ideas and 
experience and by working closely in co-operation. 
Overall planning of the building was undertaken by all 
the interested parties. In all this due regard had to be 
paid to local conditions and opinion and a balance had to 
be struck between what was desirable from the point of 
human social needs on the one hand and what is possible 
from the financial liability and the requirements of the 
licensing regulations on the other. 

Hilltop is situated in the shopping centre and beside the 
church. It is intended for use by the whole community 
whether they wish to consume alcohol or not. Accordingly, 
provision is made to separate at will those parts of the 
premises required for parties or meetings, when alcohol 
is not wanted from bars of the public house. By careful 
planning of layout and doors a high degree of flexibility is 
provided, to enable a variety of needs to be met under the 
same roof. The café, where no alcohol will be available, 
will provide tea and coffee, soft drinks and snacks for the 
committee rooms and hall: alternatively, on other 
occasions the hall and committee rooms can communicate 
with the saloon and theatre bars. The hall and committee 
rooms will be leased to the Corporation for three evenings 
a week and put at the disposal of a users’ committee, the 
remaining evenings being free for commercial letting. It 
will be the task of the supervisor of Hilltop to collaborate 
with the Corporation and the users’ committee to meet the 
different needs of the neighbourhood.

Modern Showrooms from a 17th-Century Building 


From a Correspondent 


AN unusual reconstruction job com- 

pleted at Kirk Wynd, Kirkcaldy, 
Fife, has demonstrated the scope for the 
creation of a really unusual showroom by 
retention of traditionally Scottish-style 
external architecture. 

The property involved in Kirk Wynd 
dated from 1637 and has the old Parish 
Church above it and the house of 
Thomas Carlyle below it. In view of these 
surroundings the Town Council sought to 
keep the property very much in its 
original form, and credit goes to the archi- 
tects for a very successful adaptation, 
which also allows full use of the property 
as a showroom for J. Black and Son 
(Kirkcaldy) Ltd., plumbers and fireplace 
merchants. 

The older existing property was com- 
pletely gutted, and has been refaced with 
random rubble stonework on the street 
level and with harl above. The original 
appearance of the building with its draw 
well, old style eaves gutter box and small 
upper windows has been retained. Even 
the old extended lamp is in position. 
An arcaded entry was cut into the pro- 


An entry door at the upper end of the 
property was renewed and the old Scottish 
tradition of initialling the door lintol 
revived; this now carries the lettering 
‘1637 M.A.—J.B. 1958’ above the solid 
vertical timbers of the doorway. 

The main extension was achieved by 
excavating the garden to the rear and 
constructing a two-storey showroom in 
that area. This is a steel-framed, brick- 
clad block lined with panel pegboarding 
for display purposes and with a central 
gallery floor allowing a roof light on the 
ground floor. Altogether the development 
has given 6,000 sq. ft. of showroom, office, 
store and loading bay space, against the 
original 1,800 sq. ft. of the older property. 

Layout has been carried out on the 
walk-through principle, the older building 
forming window-showrooms while the 
new extension provides the main show- 
room space. Work began on March 3 and 
was completed in early September. The 
architects were Messrs. Armstrong and 
Thomas of Kirkcaldy. The builders were 
Balfour Bros., Kirkcaldy; steelwork con- 
tractors, Barnet and Morton, Ltd.; and 
joiners, John Smart, Kirkcaldy.

HESE five houses, which are Nos. 1-5 Northwick- 
terrace, stand on what was the bombed site of 
St. Emmanuel’s Church. 

The requirements were for terrace houses each comprised 
of a porch, hall, dining room, kitchen, boiler room and 
cloak room on the ground floor ; living room, principal 
bedroom and one bathroom on the second floor and three 
bedrooms plus another bathroom on the third floor.

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THE HIGH COST OF BUILDING 
Presidential Address at the RICS 


N his Presidential Address to the Royal 

Institution of Chartered Surveyors at 12 
Great George-street, SW1, on November 10, 
Mr. F. G. Fleury, OBE, FRICS, referred to 
the high cost of building at the present time. 
He said :— 

* There is a vicious circle affecting the cost 
of production, distribution and retailing. The 
cost of building also affects the taxpayer and 
the ratepayer, who have to foot the bill for 
new public buildings today, Nearly one-third 
of our membership is composed of chartered 
quantity surveyors and I have been keenly 
interested in the research which they have 
been making into the cost of building. 

‘There appears to be general agreement 
among those concerned with the building 
industry that there is never likely to be any 
reduction in costs arising from a reduction 
in wages in the building trade or any sub- 
stantial increase in annual production which 
would bring it back to pre-war levels. This 
being so, any reduction in cost must be by 
mechanisation and alternative methods. 

‘It is good to see the increasing importance 
that is being accorded to the function of the 
chartered quantity surveyor. I am not a 
quantity surveyor, but I fully appreciate the 
value of his contribution to the building 
industry.’ 

On the work done by building surveyors, 
Mr. Fleury said:— 

‘I have heard it said that some building 
surveyors regard themselves as the Cinderel- 
las of our profession. This is far from the 
truth, for they have a very important role to 
play, Although the architect and the char- 
tered quantity surveyor have very definite 
functions in the design and construction of 
new buildings, the expenditure upon mainten- 
ance, repair and reconstruction of existing 
buildings is a very substantial sum annually 
and it is work of great importance. 

‘1 know of no Royal Institution other than 
ours which has a section of its examinations 
specially related to this work and which can 
provide building surveyors with a proper 
qualification for it. It is unfortunate that 
some local authorities do not appear fully to 
appreciate the need for a properly qualified 
building surveyor and tend to attach the 
work to a department controlled and staffed 
by other professions; but the fact remains 
that there is great scope for building sur- 
veyors in many aspects of property manage- 
ment and maintenance, 

“Management and maintenance are also 
important aspects of the work of housing 
management, where the care of physical 
structures is blended with concern for the 
human beings who occupy them. Housing 
management to-day, particularly in the man- 
agement of municipal estates, is an important 
public service which offers wide opportunities 
for making a worthwhile contribution to the 
public well-being. It is for that reason that 
there is a separate section of our professional 
examinations for candidates who aspire to 
take part in this work, and we hope that 
employers will encourage their staffs to 
obtain what is undoubtedly the highest quali- 
fication in this field.’ 

Referring to his recent visit to Canada 
where he had met many chartered surveyors, 


the President said that the * profession was 
only in its infancy there and it had to prove 
itself to the general public in the same way 
as it had to prove itself in Great Britain 100 
years ago. 

‘Canadian customs and practices, on the 
other hand, he went on, * differ in many 
respects from those in Britain, Canadian 
newspapers, for example, carry advertise- 
ments of all types of professional practice, 
including the law and accountancy, which 
would not be allowed by professional 
societies in Britain. The profession of the 
land is less integrated than it is here, but 
those societies which represent different parts 
of our profession permit methods of adver- 
tising that would conflict with our own code. 

‘Similarly, it is common practice in 
Canada for quantity surveyors to work for 
contractors; and, because of their contracting 
systems, it may be some time before there 
are significant opportunities for private prac- 
tice in quantity surveying—although there 
are decided signs of improvement. 

‘These facts obviously present problems 
which deserve careful consideration; indeed, 
having regard to the spreading of our profes- 
sion into many corners of the world, the time

Lessons of an Interesting Private 
Exhibition

the Society of Industrial Artists 
threw a party to present a private exhibi- 
tion of work by members of its General 
Consultant Designers Group. I am sorry 
that this cannot have a public run, since 
it brought out several points about which 
it is not easy to write except in the 
abstract. 

The designers concerned were anony- 
mous, and will remain so here. Though 
they were generally identifiable by their 
characteristic design ‘ handwriting’ even 
when applied in less familiar fields, this 
was not always the case: from this, I 
think, springs one rather important objec- 
tion to the consultant, as opposed to the 
staff designer. One largely due, however, 
to the very diversity of the problems the 
consultant designer must tackle and, at 
that, from outside the organisational 
structure of his corporate client, parts of 
which may not welcome him as warmly 
as the board of directors. 

Personally, I have never been sure that 
the system is ultimately a good thing, 
except as a stop-gap: it seems as illogical 
as getting an architect to design the ele- 
vations, having delegated the planning 
and structural problems to someone else 
less, or ‘differently, qualified. This may 
account for the feeling of both sides— 
and I have seen both—that the consultant 
is too often the wide, smooth boy who 
puts the wide, smooth carapace on a pro- 
duct after the technicians have done the 
‘hard’ work. 

This exhibition, as I assume was 
intended, spotlighted several important 
reservations to offset this generalisation. 
For one thing, that not all firms could 
justify the establishment of their own 
design staff—and in some cases, heaven 
forbid that they should try! For another 
that (as in one case) nobody undertakes to 
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has arrived when the Royal Institution 
should define its attitude towards overseas 
practices in general. One suggestion that has 
been put to me is that, for a limited period 
only, the Institution should suspend its rule 
which prevents members from working in 
contractors’ offices, so far as the rule affects 
members in such places as Canada. This is 
a suggestion which we shall have to consider 
most carefully, but it is one on which I feel 
reluctant to express a final opinion at the 
present time, 

‘Speaking for myself, I should like the 
Institution to make a very careful examina- 
tion of the whole question of members prac- 
tising overseas including the organisation and 
authority of branches overseas. It is clear, 
on the one hand that those members have 
the strongest desire to retain their profes- 
sional link with this country; and, on the 
other, that this would be difficult if the code 
of conduct in this country were strictly 
applied without modification overseas. In 
addition, there is a strong desire in many 
parts of the Commonwealth for the profes- 
sions to have greater responsibility for the 
conduct of their own affairs akin to that 
enjoyed by their Governments.’ 


design port or sherry but only to package 
and label it. Finally, that the evolution 
of a consistent design policy pervading 
everything from letter-heading and trade- 
mark to the actual product marketed is 
clearly best made the province of one 
controlling mind and taste. This may 


well be formulated by a specialist in one { 


design field who has a wide-angle and 
first-hand purview over many others. In 
the nature of things, most designers 
acquire this, whatever their specialisa- 
tion, and as an architect one remains 
bloodied but unbowed when castigated 
by ‘experts’ for having ideas, say, about 
dress or typography. There is still much 
to be said for the empirical approach— 
at any rate until the right man comes 
along! 

The panels of a rather small and 
crowded exhibition space demonstrated 
these and other aspects of the General 
Design Consultant’s practice—the diver- 
sity of commissions likely to be encoun- 
tered, and the wide range of problems 
within each separate one which go to the 
making of a ‘house style” or visual 
character for a client. In the circum- 
stances there is little point in listing the 
eighteen present members of the Group, 
of whom fourteen showed representative 
work. But they have done something to 
make a least one guest think once more 
about the relationship between the staff 
and the consultant designer, and to help 
the latter live down an unenviable repu- 
tation as a mere streamliner or stylist. 
Neat and pointed speeches were made by 
Sir Gordon Russeil, Mischa Black and 
Mr. Whitney Straight. 

The day when the industrial designer 
can be entrusted with both the ‘* works’ 
and its outward, visible form is still dis- 
tant, Brunels and Telfords being sadly 
rare. Meantime, the SIA’s membership 
evidently accepts the fact philosophically 
and with constructive ideas for stopping 
a gap which must eventually be filled in 

—like that between architects and 
engineers.

CAPITAL INVESTMENT 


Local Authorities to Increase 
Expenditure 


HE Ministry of Housing and Local 

Government have sent a_ circular 
(No. 60/58) to local authorities authorising 
increased capital expenditure in 1959-60 on 
a wide range of services, including housing. 
The text of the circular, which is over the 
signature of Dame Evelyn Sharp, is as 
follows : 

‘The Chancellor said [in the House on 
Nov. 3] that for 1959-60 the Government 
envisaged a level of public sector investment 
somewhat higher than that of last year, and 
he made it clear that this would include 
work in the local authority field. I am to 
draw your attention to his statement that 
increasing capital expenditure is expected in 
water supplies, sewerage and quite a wide 
range of other services. But much of this 
work is necessarily of a fairly long-term 
nature and will fall within the normal pro- 
gramme arrangements. 

‘This Circular is particularly concerned 
with capital expenditure over the next twelve 
months. The Chancellor explained that it is 
desired to bring forward into the next 
twelve months some of the expenditure 
which would otherwise have to be incurred 
later. 1 am therefore to invite your Council 
to consider whether there are any projects 
which they are anxious to undertake and 
which could be submitted for loan sanction 
within a matter of three months or so and 
completed by the end of 1959. I am to say 
that any such proposals will be sympathetic- 
ally considered by the Minister concerned, 
more especially if the area is one where un- 
employment is, for the time being, high. 

‘This Circular does not apply to projects 
within the education or roads programmes. 
The Departments responsible for those pro- 
grammes will be getting in touch separately 
with the local authorities concerned. 

‘It does apply to housing. Provided that 
additional houses can be started within the 
next four to five months the programme for 
next year can be rather larger than that for 
the current year; and the Minister is accord- 
ingly prepared to approve the building of an 
increased number of houses by individual 
authorities, whether for general needs or 
slum clearance, if tenders are submitted in 
the early part of the year. His officers are 
prepared to discuss programmes for 1959 
with authorities as soon as they wish.’

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 


From The Builder of November 20, 1858 

LONDON VEGETATION.-—Travelling a few 
days since through some of the London 
squares, the near approach of Christmas 
was evident by the bareness of the 
branches—scarcely a leaf remaining. 
Having need, on the same day, to visit 
the neighbourhood of the Crystal Palace, 
the contrast was striking, for there the 
leaves had a thick coat of rich russet hue, 
which, although a fading glory, was 
pleasant to the eye. Breathing the clear 


bracing air, although it was November, 
and comparing it with the atmosphere 
which hangs over the metropolis, we 
could not but reflect that, like the leaves 
of the trees in large towns, the life of 
man falls short, and many thousands die 
before their natural time. 





HOUSING’S PLACE IN 
PUBLIC INVESTMENT 
Mr. Bevins on Present Priorities 


ee at Brighton on October 21, 
at the National Housing and Town Plan- 
ning Conference, Mr J. R. Bevins, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, said that between 
1951 and 1957 housing used up between 18 
and 27 per cent of the nation’s total fixed 
capital investment, The highest year was 
1953 when more than one-quarter of our 
capital investment was sunk in house build- 
ing. Judged by any standards this was a very 
high figure. 

‘Since total capital investment at any one 
time is limited, we also have to decide how 
it shall be shared amongst the many 
claimants,’ said Mr. Bevins. ‘ That involves 
a consideration of priorities. During the last 
year the modified housing programme has 
made a valuable contribution to the 
Government’s economic and financial 
policies for fighting inflation. To those of 
you who regretted that adjustment in the 
programme, I would say this: Priorities in 
the field of public investment are not static, 
partly because the relative importance of 
our various social needs varies from time to 
time, and partly because economic con- 
siderations come into the picture,’ 

On improvement grants, Mr. Bevins said : 
‘Local authorities are making about 30,000 
of these grants each year to private persons 
and the average grant is £200 for an improve- 
ment, £300 for a conversion, Owners are, 
therefore, receiving over £64m. a year to 
help them bring their houses up to date.’ 

On the question of home ownership, ‘Mr. 
Bevins said: ‘I want to make it quite clear 
that in my judgment the day has gone when 
the loca] authorities could be looked upon 
as the universal provider of new houses. 

‘The fact that millions of families are 
buying domestic paraphernalia like washing 
machines and refrigerators does not neces- 
sarily mean they can all go in for house 
buying. But many can and many want to. 
That is why Mr. Henry Brooke has said that 
he wants to make arrangements “to widen 
the whole field of house purchase.” ’ 


HELP FOR CARAVANNERS 
Municipal Site Proposed 


et to Ministerial approval and 
planning permission, Chertsey (Surrey) 
Urban Council are to lay out a municipal 
caravan site on a site at Heathervale Allot- 
ments, New Haw, Addlestone. It will be 
used for the relocation of existing caravans 
from unauthorised or less desirable sites. 

A statement by the Council says that it 
is realised that the proposed municipal 
caravan site will not be large enough to 
relocate all the existing caravans on un- 
authorised sites in the urban district, and 
other courses of action are being actively 
pursued in respect of the remainder, but it 
is a start on dealing with this large problem. 

Warning owners of unauthorised caravan 
sites, the Council says that by their action 
in endeavouring to help solve the caravan 
problem they are solely concerned with the 
welfare of the caravan occupiers and they 
have not weakened their attitude towards 
owners who set up caravan sites without 
the requisite permission. 
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NUCLEAR POWER STATION 
Threats to Kent Landscape 


K ENT COUNTY COUNCIL has now 
decided what attitude to adopt towards 
two important proposals of the Central Elec- 
tricity Generating Board; the construction of 
a nuclear power station at Dungeness and 
the construction of overhead power lines 
with 136 ft. high pylons across Kent from 
Dungeness to Northfleet. 

On the question of the nuclear power 
station proposed for Dungeness, the County 
Council has entered a formal objection. 
It bases its objection on the following: 

(a) The change which the establishment of 
such a station would create in the distinctive 
character of the area; _ 

(b) the interference with an area of great 
scientific interest by virtue of its bird and 
plant life and geological construction ; 

(c) the necessity of connecting the power 
with the sub-station at Lydd and possibly 
later with a grid south-west of Kent, either 
of which would involve overhead wires across 
the Dungeness area, and the consequential 
inevitability of overhead lines in the Romney 
Marsh area; ae . 

(d) the possible danger arising from aircraft 
taking off and landing at Lydd airport; 

(e) the psychological effect of a nuclear 
power station, however small may be the risk 
of radio-activity, upon the use of neighbour- 
ing areas as holiday resorts; and 

(f) the establishment of any large enterprise 
of an industrial character in the area would 
be a material departure from the Development 
Plan (Part A) as approved by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government. es 
At the same time, the County Council is 

informing the Board and the Ministers of 
Power and Housing and Local Government 
that if, after a public inquiry, it is satisfied 
that there is no alternative site in Kent which 
would be reasonably acceptable to them from 
a national point of view for a nuclear power 
station, it would be prepared to accept the 
establishment of such a station at Dungeness. 
In this event the County Council will also 
agree to a proposal to connect the power 
station with a sub-station at Lydd by two 
overhead 275 kv lines. 


Pylons across Kent 


The Board wishes to link with a France- 
England submarine cable an overhead trans- 
mission line running from Lydd to North- 
fleet. The sponsors have made it clear that, 
because of the high cost, they are not pre- 
pared to consider carrying the line under- 
ground. 

The County Council has already stated its 
views about the proposed route of the line 
between Canterbury and Northfleet. It has 
now come to certain conclusions about the 
rest of the route and particularly the possible 
effect on the unique landscape of Romney 
Marsh. The Board has stated its willingness 
to adopt either of two routes between New 
Romney and Stelling. 

The County Council’s decision is to ask 
that, if the nuclear power station is not to 
be established at Dungeness, the DC cable 
from France, which is in any case to be 
carried underground to Lydd Camp. shall be 
continued underground to a point north of 
Romney Marsh. If, however, because of a 
decision to establish a nuclear power station 
at Dungeness, an overhead line could not 
be avoided the County Council would prefer, 
as the lesser of two evils, the easterly route 
nearer to the coast, which is thought to be 
less undesirable than a route which would 
cut across the middle of Romney.

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IN PARLIAMENT

CONTROLS ON BUILDING 


HERE can be little dqubt that another 

Labour Government would introduce a 
system of building licensing, if only on the 
industrial side. But if they did they would 
have to introduce separate legislation, for it 
cannot be done by the exercise of any powers 
under delegated legislation. 


During the second reading of the 
Emergency Laws (Repeal) Bill in the Com- 
mons on November 12, there were many 
complaints from the Opposition at the 
Government's decision to put into legislative 
form the few remaining emergency regula- 
tions which it was considered necessary to 
maintain in operation, and to sweep away 
many of the wider powers derived from 
other regulations. The Opposition con- 
tended that what the Government were doing 
would hamper any future Labour Govern- 
ment in dealing with an emergency, because 
there were no powers available. 


Mr. GorDON WALKER said that the reason 
the Labour Party wished to have the powers 
the Government were abolishing was that 
they wanted to get away from the alternative 
of uncontrolled boom or damping down of 
everything leading to stagnation. There was 
no way to do it, except by a number of key 
selective controls which would enable them 
to distinguish between different sorts of 
economic activity, and therefore to expand 
without the economy getting out of control. 

Some of those powers already existed, and 
would not be affected by the Bill. ‘We will 
probably need power to licence industrial 
building,’ he went on. ‘ This is necessary for 
a balanced economy, and necessary also if 
we want to direct industry into the pockets 
of unemployment.’ 


Pointing out that the House need have no 
fear of amendments being tacked on to the 
Bill to restore powers already abolished, MR. 
ERROLL, Economic Secretary to the Treasury, 
who introduced the measure, said that 
controls on building had been done away 
with, and could only be restored by specific 
legislation for that purpose. 


Mr. NIALL MACDERMOT said that that was 
so before the Bill was introduced, and it 
should be made clear that it was unnecessary 
to pass the legislation to make it necessary 
to come back to the House to bring in a 
new measure on building control. 


Mr. ErRowi said that he accepted that. 
Controls oh building had been maintained 
by Defence Regulation 56A, which had been 
revoked in 1954, and there was no power to 
make a new Defence Regulation. He had 
mentioned this as an example of the kind 
of thing which could not be written into the 
Bill during its passage through the House. 


THE TOWN AND COUNTRY 
PLANNING BILL 


Te principles of compensation for land 
and property acquired by local or public 
authorities under compulsory purchase 
orders, on which there is a wide divergence 
of political’ opinion, were thoroughly 


examined in the Commons on November 13. 
The occasion was the second reading of the 
Town and Country Planning Bill, which 
establishes the current market value as the 
basis _of compensation for compulsory 
acquisition. 

Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, winding up the 
debate, said that to have the new principle 
of compensation applying from all sorts of 
different dates, according to particular notices 
to treat, would lead to confusion. He did 
not think. they would have local authorities 
making comatose orders which went back 10 
or 20 years, and seek to complete the pro- 
ceedings before the Bill became law. It was 
not the Government's intention that that 
should happen. 


Within the designated area of a new town 
the basis of compensation would be current 
market value subject to the exclusion of 
any increased value or any loss of value 
because of the development, or prospects 
of development, during the construction of 
a new town. As for comprehensive develop- 
ment areas, the valuer would have to take 
account of the range of uses proposed in 
the plan for the area, but in valuing a par- 
ticular piece of land he would have 
to ignore the new layout and the new use 
proposed for the land, Instead he would 
have to find the value of the land for which- 
ever of the new uses proposed might 
reasonably have been permitted, if there had 
been no scheme of comprehensive develop- 
ment. 


In dealing with planning * blight’, which 
had worried many members, Mr. Brooke 
said that there was a change in Govern- 
ment policy which would affect everyone. 
Outside the statutory provisions local and 
public authorities generally would have dis- 
cretion to purchase in advance other types 
of property than the residential owner- 
occupied type. Hitherto the bias of 
Government policy had been against them 
doing that. Loan sanction had been grud- 
gingly given, and Exchequer grants had not 
been available until the actual development 
took place, That was being reversed, and 
the Government would in future be 
encouraging local authorities to meet cases 
of hardship by purchasing in advance. But 
he warned members against putting local 
authorities in the position in which they 
might have to take over property of any 
industrial or commercial firm which chose 
its time for unloading on them. 


On the recoupment of betterment which 
the opposition had urged, he said the 
Government were not seeking by the Bill 
to do something which they believed was 
impracticable, and which would have the 
fatal defect that it would end up by treating 
different owners differently according to 
whether they were selling voluntarily or 
under compulsion. To say that a person 
should receive less for land taken com- 
pulsorily was the essence of injustice and it 
was justice which the Government sought to 
establish. 


Was betterment, he asked, to be taxed on 
the occasion when it was realised or was 
there to be a periodic tax whether it had 
been realised or not? Was any betterment 
to be taxed or only the part which had not 
been créated by the owners’ expenditure of 
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efforts? If the latter, who could make the 
distinction? How was it to be made in 
practice? Was all unearned betterment of 
the development value, and above all, bet- 
terment since what date? That question was 
fundamental and if a date in the past was 
taken how on earth would they know what 
the value was then? Any political party, 
he commented, which advocated a system of 
betterment and shirked practical questions 
of that kind was simply misleading the pub- 
lic, 

The Bill was read a second time, without 
a division. 


OTHER BUSINESS 


Capital for the Industry 


THe building materials industry was one 
of the main industries which, the CHANCELLOR 
OF THE EXCHEQUER told the Commons on 
November 11, had been granted consent for 
the raising of capital in the five years end- 
ing on June 30, 1958. 


Mr. Heathcoat Amory indicated that in 
the period there had been 6,626 applications 
to the Capital Issues Committee for such 
consents. 


Roads Programme 


Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON, Minister of 
Transport, informed the Commons on 
November 12 that preparatory work for the 
extension of the road programme was well 
in hand, but he proposed to give priority 
to getting the maximum of work under con- 
struction rather than to announce detailed 
plans a long way ahead. 


He told Mr. Gerald Nabarro that new 
construction and improvements in the exist- 
ing programme were designed to cater for 
traffic increase for many years to come, The 
rate of growth of vehicles in Great Britain 
was estimated to be about 8 per cent per 
year. 


Severn and Forth Bridges 


Mr. Marquanp asked the Minister of 
Transport when construction of the Severn 
road bridge would be begun. 


Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON.—It is the Gov- 
ernment’s hope to start constructional work 
on the Severn Bridge about two years after 
work on the Forth Bridge is reasonably well 
advanced. He added that the work of 
formally driving the first pile for the con- 
struction of the Forth Road Bridge will be 
carried out on November 21 by the Secre- 
tary of State for Scotland. 


Prestwick Reconstruction 


AN EXTENSIVE development plan, estimated 
to cost more than £2m., for Prestwick Air- 
port, which includes a new terminal and 
extension of the runways, was announced by 
Mr. WATKINSON, 


He said, in reply to questions by two 
Scottish members:—As the House. knows 
I have already decided to extend the main 
runway. There seems to be a general pre- 
ference in favour of the Redbrae site for 
the new terminal area, and I am prepared 
to accept this. As for the A77 road, I have 
decided that the simplest and, from the

aviation point of view, the most satisfactory 
plan, would be to divert the road round the 
end of the extended runway. 


Coventry Market Design 


Miss Burton asked the Minister of Agri- 
culture, Fisheries and Food, whether he was 
aware of the improvements offered to traders 
and public alike by the new retail market 
in Coventry, and if he would recommend 
the construction of markets with similar 
facilities in all big cities. 

Mr. JoHN Hare.—I am indeed aware of 
the excellent facilities offered by the new 
retail market at Coventry. I am always glad 
to see practical improvements made in the 
retail marketing of foodstuffs. The Minister 
of Housing and Local Government is very 
willing to consider carefully any proposals 
made to him in this respect by local authori- 
ties, who are primarily responsible for pro- 
viding local market facilities. 

Miss Burton asked the Minister of Trans- 
port whether he was aware of the contri- 
bution made to parking facilities on the roof 
of the new market, and that this roof car 
park [a Hamburg example is illustrated on 
this page] would eventually be linked with 
other car parks at the higher level; and if 
he would encourage such facilities elsewhere 
in view of parking problems in most cities. 


Mr. NuGent.—I welcome the initiative 
taken by the Coventry City Council in’ this 
matter. As the Minister said on October 23, 
it is our policy to give every help and 
encouragement within our powers to local 
authorities and private enterprise to provide 
additional off-street parking accommodation, 


Glasgow Overspill 
Mr. RANKIN asked the Secretary of State 
for Scotland how many overspill agreements 
had been signed between Glasgow and other 
local authorities; and what number of people 
would be affected by them. 


Mr. Mactay, replying on November 11, 
said: Glasgow Corporation have signed over- 
spill agreements with the town councils of 
Haddington, Grangemouth, Kirkintilloch 


and Irvine and with Glenrothes Development 
Corporation. These cover 3,425 houses and, 
except in Glenrothes, will be supplemented 


by overspill houses built by the Scottish 
Special Housing Association. As a result, 
accommodation may be provided in these 
areas for about 15,000 people. 


He added, in another reply, that the Glas- 
gow Corporation had approved the terms of 
agreements with Campbeltown and Girvan 
and some other towns further away from 
Glasgow were being actively considered at 
the moment. 


Admiralty Arch Repairs 


Mr. NorRMAN PANNELL asked the Minister 
of Works, when the right-hand upper corner 
of Admiralty Arch, on the North side, which 
was damaged and patched-up during the war, 
would be restored to its original condition. 


Mr. Motson.—I hope to start permanent 
repair work early next year. 


New Towns Dwellings 


Mr, Sparks asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government if he would give 
the number of dwellings completed and 
under construction in each new town for 
the period ended March 31, 1954, and each 
year since that date including the period 
ended March 31, 1958. 


Mr. BROOKE in a written reply on Novem- 
ber 13, stated: Dwellings completed and 
under construction at the relevant dates by 
development corporations, and by private 
builders on land in which the corporations 
have an interest, were: —

New Factories 


Sir Davip Ecc es, President of the Board 
of Trade, replying to a question by Mr. 
MARQUAND On November 6 said: at the end 
of September, 218 factories and factory ex- 
tensions for manufacturing industry were 
under construction in the development areas.

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LOCAL GOVERNMENT 
ARCHITECTS’ SOCIETY 
Analysis of Membership 


HE third meeting of the Provisional 
Executive Committee of the Local 
Government Architects’ Society was held on 
October 24 at the RIBA, 66 Portland-place, 
W.1. One of the major items discussed was 
the recommendation to be made to the 
general meeting on the composition and elec- 
tion of the general council of the Society. 

An analysis had been made of the num- 
bers and the geographical distribution of the 
present membership. It was anticipated that 
if the major representation could be founded 
on a geographical basis all members would 
feel that their views would be fully expressed 
at Council meetings. With this in mind the 
areas of the Allied Societies of the RIBA had 
been used as a background to the proposals. 
Where the membership in any allied society 
area did not reach 30 members then com- 
bining with an adjacent area to achieve direct 
representation would be suggested.

EVERYDAY THINGS 
By Arthur W. Kenyon, CBE, FRIBA 
LV.—The Hoarder 


Ake you a hoarder? Do you save 
pieces of string? Do you pick up 
nuts and bolts from the road? (Have 
you noticed, by the way, how many bits 
and pieces are dropped off cars in the 
street?) Do you keep odds and ends that 
may ‘come in’ some time? I have just 
discovered the reason for jumble sales: 
they are designed to deprive the hoarder 
of his cherished treasures. 

I am persuaded that the race is divided, 
amongst other broad classifications, into 
hoarders and non-hoarders. I belong to 
the hoarder class. I should have made a 
bad foreman as my office would have 
been full of the spare parts I had picked 
up off the site and saved for future use. 

A builder’s yard is really a hoarder’s 
paradise: it is quite fascinating and is 


really the second cousin of an antique 
In fact, 


shop. it often does contain 
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antiques: old doors of all sizes and 
shapes; old tiles (roofing, floor, cill— 
sometimes the real old 12 in. by 12 in. 
quarries); old dresser fittings; iron gates; 
obsolete fireplaces—-wealth untold for the 
hoarder. With the demolition of so many 
old buildings to make way for the new, 
the builders’ yards must be full of booty 
which may or may not be used one day. 

The old buildings, such as the Coliseum 
at Rome and the Parthenon at Athens, 
used to be quarries for the new. I wonder 
if we shall find outcrops of the Gaiety or 
the Imperial Institute popping up on 
other facades. After all, you find Greek 
columns appearing amongst the Moorish 
or Byzantine cathedrals of Granada. Why 
not use up some of the old and well- 
seasoned doors in our new buildings? It 
is very doubtful whether we shall get 
timber to equal it for years to come, and 
the old ones would certainly have a story 
to tell. We might even find the odd lion’s 
head or a piece of Purbeck marble appear- 
ing to relieve the monotony of synthetic 
décor. 

Yes, I am all for hoarding. Every 
hoarder knows the joy of finding in his 
store the very thing he needs and cannot 
find anywhere else. We can never entirely 
lose the past whilst we keep our treasured 
collection and we shall always know 
where to turn when we want a touch of 
romance or fun in our buildings so long 
as the builder's yard is there to be 
explored. 
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EFFECTS OF CLEAN AIR 
POLICY 


*‘ Architects Will Have to Think 
Harder About Colour’ 


R. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 

Housing and Local Government, told 

the conference of the National Society for 

Clean Air at Llandudno recently: * Air 

pollution is the common foe of us all and 

we all are allies in making relentless war on 
it.” 

The Minister said he was determined to 
make the Government’s clean air policy a 
success, and he went on: * You can be sure 
that on the industrial side we now have 
legislation which should prove effective in 
dealing with a broad range of air pollution 
problems. On the industrial side we ought 
to see a substantial improvement within the 
next 5 years or so. The period allowed by 
the Act for alterations to plant expires in 
the middle of 1963. During this time all the 
necessary improvements to furnaces and 
boilers will have to be carried out—the 
fitting of mechanical stokers, and the pro- 
vision of instruments for observing and 
checking smoke. ‘There ought also to be 
a steady growth in the fitting of dust and 
grit arrestors to furnaces. 

‘Now about pollution from house chim- 
neys. Nearly 500 local authorities have 
adopted the Model By-law requiring the 
installation in new buildings of domestic 
appliances which are capable of using smoke- 
less fuels. Most of the authorities in the 
black areas have done so. This means that 
over a wide part of the country new houses 
will be equipped with the right appliances 
from the start, and there will be no need to 
spend money on converting fireplaces to burn 
smokeless fuels. 

* The development of smoke control areas 
is speeding up. My Department has been 
notified of proposals for 182 smoke 
control areas from 108 local authorities. 
They relate to nearly 200,000 premises and 
about 33,000 acres of land. This is not 
bad going considering that the Clean Air 
Act has been in force only some 20 months. 
But, of course, it is but a start when 
measured by the task that lies ahead. 

‘As towns become cleaner and healthier,’ 
the Minister continued, ‘ we can think again 
about making them beautiful. Trees will 
grow more vigorously, particularly the many 
kinds which hate a smoky atmosphere—you 
will see that point miade in my Ministry’s 
little book on “Trees in Town and City” 
that is now being published. 

‘Perhaps we shall need a campaign toe 
get houses painted brightly and buildings 
cleaned—to give the towns a new look as 
the tide of smoke is driven back. Certainly 
architects will have to think harder about 
colour. 

‘As the purity of the light in the centre 
of big towns improves, the colour of paint 
will not only remain bright longer, but will 
appear more intense. Discriminating use of 
colours in brickwork, roofs and facing 
materials generally, as well as in paint, will 
become more rewarding than for years. 

‘We shall have to study more intensively 
colour qualities of different local stones and 
other building materials, and the harmonies 
which can be achieved by picking out the 
surroundings of doors and windows in 
colour.” 
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STABILITY OF TALL BUILDINGS 


Recent Work at the BRS 


PAPER on ‘The Stability of Tall 

Buildings,’ which described recent 
work on this subject undertaken at the 
Building Research Station, DSIR, was given 
by Mr. R. H. Woop, DSc, PhD, AMICE, 
Principal Scientific Officer, BRS, at a meeting 
of the Institution of Civil Engineers, held 
in London on October 21. Following is 
Mr. Wood’s synopsis of his paper: 

The benefits arising from plasticity in 
structures are well established, but it is not 
so well known that the beneficial effects may 
be curtailed in multi-storey frames because 
of simultaneous deterioration of elastic 
stability. This study of frame instability is 
perhaps the most perplexing and intriguing 
research subject of the moment in frarne 
design, and an attempt is here made to 
clarify what is involved. Part of the present 
difficulty arises from a neglect in the past 
to study the stiffening effects of the cladding 
of tall buildings. 

Within this setting an account of the work 
of the Building Research Station is given, 
and in relating this work to that of other 
research schools it is convenient to present 
the subject in the form of a brief historical 
account of the development of research. 
The emphasis throughout is on the necessity 
of producing rapid design methods. The 
great distinction between ‘ no-sway’ designs 
and designs involving side-sway is brought 
out, together with the effects which frame 
instability and composite action have on this 
issue. In spite of the tremendous numerical 
work obviously involved a mathematical 
treatise is purposely avoided. 

It appears that, whereas it is imperative 
to make provisions for probable loss of 
carrying capacity of frames due to 
instability, the general behaviour of practical 
frames favours ‘collapse’ design, particu- 
larly if some simple, and in the meantime 
modest, contribution from composite action 
can be devised. 


BUCKS ARCHITECTS’ STAFF 
COURSE 


Design, Productivity and Techniques 


UCKINGHAMSHIRE County 

Architect’s Department held a Staff 
Course at Missenden Abbey on November 
4 and 5 on the subject of ‘ Design, Produc: 
tivity and Techniques.’ 

In opening the course the chairman of the 
County Works Committee, Mr. S. W. Lorp, 
said that his council were conscious of the 
role which local authorities now played in 
the field of building, and felt that not only 
was it in their own interest to see that the 
best possible use was made of the building 
labour and materials available to them, but 
that they had a duty to see that the money 
was spent so as to make a contribution 
towards the progressive development of the 
building. industry; he had come to the con- 
clusion that well designed buildings, in fact, 
cost less than mediocre buildings. 

The course included talks by Dr. FootNer 
of the Shell Petroleum organisation on new 
paint techniques and applications, and a 
talk by Mr. Lawrence on the development 
of the modern brick and load-bearing brick- 
work. 

In the open session, a discussion on the 


relationship between high building 
productivity and civic design was led by MR. 
M. W. BeNNiTT, Under-Secretary at the 
Ministry of Works, and Mr. ANTHONY PoTT, 
ARIBA, Chief Architect at the Ministry of 
Education, who thought that planning 
should confine itself to land use, and that if 
land used was right and each building was 
properly designed, good civic design would 
follow automatically. 

Mr. W. A. ALLEN, ARIBA, the Superin- 
tending architect at the Building Research 
Station, gave a talk on new building 
materials and techniques, and took the 
opportunity of assessing what had happened 
in these fields since he gave his paper to 
the RIBA annual conference at Torquay four 
years ago. 

The vice-chairman of the County Works 
Committee, Mr. J. T. IRELAND, himself a 
builder and also chairman of the County 
Planning Committee, said that he felt that 
we were about to enter into a new era of 
positive and realistic planning into which 
the essentials of planning would be brought 
to the fore and many of the unnecessary 
frills which had attached themselves to plan- 
ning in the last few years would be swept 
away. 


COUNCIL’S REFUSAL TO ALLOW 
SITE DEVELOPMENT UPHELD 


Minister Dismisses Appeal by 
Builder—‘ Subsidence Risk’ 


N APPEAL by M. Grady, Builder and 
Contractor (Newcastle) Limited against 
the refusal of the Newburn Urban District 
Council, acting on behalf of Northumber- 
land County Council, to permit erection of 
houses on land west of Copperas-lane, 
Denton Burn, has been refused by the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government. 
At the inquiry it was stated on behalf of 
the builders that on an adjoining site they 
had recently completed an estate of 110 
houses and eight shops and now wish to 
extend the estate. It seemed that the only 
reason for the refusal was because the 
National Coal Board advised the Planning 
Authority that the site was unstable. The 
risk of subsidence occurring on the appeal 
site was however no greater than in any of 
the surrounding areas, many of which had 
been intensively developed. 

For the local planning authority it was 
stated that the site had been originally re- 
served in the Draft Town Map for the erec- 
tion of a new school, but because of the 
adverse mining report this proposal had been 
abandoned. 

On behalf of the National Coal Board it 
was stated that although the seam below 
the field had last been worked over 200 years 
ago it was possible that some pillars were 
left and these were the cause of pot-holes 
which had occurred. 

The Inspector’s report to the Minister re- 
commended that the appeal be allowed sub- 
ject to a condition regarding siting, design, 
including details of foundations, etc. 


In giving his decision however the 


Minister stated that he did not consider that 
houses should be built on the site where 
there was a risk that subsidence might occur 
and where structural precautions would not 
be effective in preventing damage to build- 
ings. He accordingly dismissed the appeal. 
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‘THE VALUATION OF 
COMMERCIAL PROPERTIES’ 
A Paper at the RICS 


PAPER entitled ‘The Valuation of 

Commercial Properties’ was presented 
by Mr. W. N, D. Lang, FRICS, FAI, during 
a meeting of the Royal Institution of Char- 
tered Surveyors held on October 13 at 12 
Great George-street, SW1. Referring to the | 
Cost of Building, Mr. LANG said: I have 
reluctantly come to the conclusion that the 
experts know very little about the current 
cost of building. I know of at least one 
building completed in the last nine months 
whose cost worked out at under 5s. per foot 
cube and of a tender barely 12 months old of 
5s. 6d. per foot cube. On the other hand, if 
I were to ask an architect or quantity sur- 
veyor the cost of building a property of this 
type (and I should make it clear that I am 
referring to modern office blocks with all 
modern amenities built to let) I would prob- 
ably be given a price of 8s. 6d. per foot 
cube upwards. I will stick my neck right 
out now, and venture to suggest that 6s. 6d. 
per foot cube to 7s, is quite enough even 
now, 

There is a tendency for modern blocks to 
have a depth from front to rear of 50 feet 
or more, This appears to have originated 
among town planners, and to have been per- 
petuated by architects as it often reduces the 
cost of building. When developing property 
before the war we found that the optimum 
was about 35 ft. which allowed for a 5 ft. 
corridor with rooms of 15 ft. depth each 
side. Tenants refused to pay office rent for 
badly lighted space which they could only 
use for filing. 

I think the same holds good today and 
tenants are only taking offices with huge 
depths because of the still current shortage 
of modern office accommodation. The char- 
tered surveyor should never forget that he 
will be with the building for all time—the 
architect and the town planner are finished 
when the building is completed.

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TIMBER RESEARCH 
Work of the TDA 


A NUMBER of open days have been held 

recently at the Research Laboratories 
of the Timber Development Association at 
Tylers Green, near High Wycombe, Bucks. 

These premises were originally rented and 
have now been bought by the Association. 
The funds were supplied by a grant-in-aid 
from the Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research and from money made 
available for research by the timber trade. 

The aim of the Association’s work at 
Tylers Green is to conduct investigations 
into the scientific properties and uses of 
wood, with the emphasis on applied research 
such as structural engineering in timber, 
methods of testing, preservation, marine uses 
of timber, etc. 

The work being carried out at the moment 
includes biclogical research into the be- 
haviour of timber under various conditions 
of service and into its structure, dealing with 
such questions as marine deterioration, 
shingle abrasion, BSI tests on plywood bond- 
ing and preservation. There is also a depart- 
ment for chemical research, into the 
properties and effectiveness of materials used 
to improve or protect wood, such as finishes, 
preservatives, adhesives, plastic coatings, 
moisture retardants, and metals. The main 
lines of investigation at present are into ex- 
terior clear finishes for timber, floor finishes, 
acidity of wood, moisture retardance and 
colour change. 

The engineering and physics department is 
chiefly concerned with the establishment of 
methods of non-destructive testing of 
structures by the use of sonic and ultra-sonic 
test equipment. 


The engineering and mechanics depart- 


ment is working on ‘ connectored’ assemb- 
lies—full scale loading tests on long span 
roof trusses whose joints are formed with 
timber connectors, in order to check current 
design assumptions and to provide rational 
design methods. Much work is being done on 
timber shell roofs—testing of full scale and 
model shell roofs to provide experimental 
data for the development of design methods. 
There are also a number of machines for 
mechanical testing—tests on prototype 
structures and structural components. 


A Growing Industry 


The aim of the Glued Lamination depart- 
ment is to provide a rational basis for a 
new and growing industry by such means as 
the establishment of production standards; 
definition of working terms; setting up of 
safety standards; development and testing 
of more efficient and economical machinery. 
This section will also be handling the train- 
ing in glu-lam techniques of staff from the 
Association’s approved manufacturers group. 

A small specialist collection of journals, 
books, reports etc., is held at the laboratories 
and a librarian is responsible for loan and 
exchange arrangements with other organisa- 
tions, the compilation of bibliographies, the 
preparation of translations etc. 

The engineering sections are supported by 
a workshop, which makes the models and 
full-scale prototype structures for testing 
and by the equipment workshop, where some 
of the test equipment is designed and made. 
Design work and building and engineering 
development work are carried out at the 
Association’s headquarters at 21 College-hill, 
EC4, where the advisory services are also 
housed. These departments in their turn 
are supported by the work of the regional 
otficers of the Association.

Successful Weekend Course 


Tue Southern Counties Federation of 
Building Trades Employers organised a suc- 
cessful residential week-end course for 
principals of the smaller type of building 
firm at the Bedford Hotel, Brighton, on 
November 8 and 9. A similar course had 
been held in March, and was repeated by 
special request. 

Twenty-four members took part in a prac- 
tical and concentrated course. Among the 
first day’s sessions were ‘Insurance for the 
Builder’ by a representative of the Federa- 
tion’s insurance consultants; and ‘ Jobbing’ 
by Mr. W. B, Cheal, MIOB. The chairman 
at these two sessions was Mr. W. Keith 
Martin, a past president of the Federation. 

After dinner a ‘ Brains Trust’ panel com- 
prising a builder, an architect, a surveyor and 
a research consultant, under the chairman- 
ship of Mr, Norman Longley, CBE, FIOB, 
answered a series of questions on building. 

Many other valuable hints were contained 
in the two Sunday sessions, ‘The smaller 
builder’s contract problems and risks,’ by 
Mr. George Banks, and ‘ Accountancy points 
for the Builder, by Mr. W. K. Wells, BA, 
FCA. The chairman at these sessions was 
Mr. J. B. Ratcliffe, DSO, the Federation’s 
junior vice-president. 

The builders attending the course paid 
tribute to the Federation for organising a 
course specially designed for the small firm. 


DIRECT LABOUR, NOTTINGHAM 


*‘ Houses Cost £70 More than if 
Contracted Out’ 


NOTTINGHAM CHAMBER OF COMMERCE'S 
local affairs committee, which has been inves- 
tigating the costs of house building carried 
out by direct labour by Nottingham Corpora- 
tion, has found that it is costing the corpora- 
tion about £70 a house more than if the work 
were contracted out, 

At its meeting on November 24 the Cham- 
ber is to be told that six houses being built 
by direct labour on the corporation’s Clifton 
Estate cost £1,660 each. Similar houses 
being built by contractors at Bestwood Estate 
cost only £1,590. The chamber will be asked 
to make representations to the corporation 
about the amount and cost of direct build- 
ing. 


BATCH WEIGHING 
Value of Research 


Mr. C. G. Drewrrit, president of the 
Southern Counties Federation of Building 
Trades Employers, speaking at the annual 
dinner and dance of the Southern District of 
the Sand and Gravel Association at 
Southampton recently said that a trade asso- 
ciation, by pooling ideas, could make great 
contributions on the subject of research. 

He was personally in favour of batch 
weighed and graded aggregates at the pits to 
the contractors’ or engineers’ specifications. 
It was far better to have one efficient batch 
weighing and grading plant in the pit than 
hundreds of small ones on builders’ sites, 
with the additional labour cost of mixing. 
Sand and gravel merchants would, however, 
have to satisfy the engineers that they could 
supply the high-grade aggregates required. 
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‘MINIMUM WIRING’ STANDARDS 
Greater Flexibility Proposed 


LANS for some major amendments to 
the ‘minimum wiring’ scheme agreed 
between the Central Electricity Authority 
and Jocal housing authorities are being made 
by the local authorities’ associations, writes 
a correspondent. 

It is proposed that the ‘ working formula,’ 
which is part of a national agreement and 
defines the minimum standard of wiring of 
council houses, should be revised and made 
more flexible. 

The scheme provides that the electricity 
boards will not, except in cases of abnormal 
cost or difficulty, charge a contribution 
towards the capital cost of taking a supply 
of electricity to housing estates. This is 
provided the housing authorities set up 
a defined minimum standard of wiring 
installations and give a freedom of choice 
of certain electrical appliances. 

The agreement does not take into account 
the installation by local housing authorities 
of forms of electrical underfloor heating 
nor such appliances as drying cabinets and 
airing cupboard heaters. 

A spokesman for the standing joint com- 
mittee of London borough councils said the 
matter was being raised with the other local 
authority associations ‘with a view to 
re-opening negotiations on the national 
agreement.’ 


ACCIDENT IN LOADING 


Observations in a recent High Court 
Decision 


From a Legal Correspondent 


_ RECENT decision in the High Court 
involved judicial examination of a prac- 
tice which is familiar to all concerned in the 
building trade. In Williams v. Durtnell & 
Co. Litd., which came for hearing before Mr. 
Justice Donovan on October 27, the plain- 
tiff’s case was that, while employed as a 
labourer on a building site, he had been 
directed to assist in loading a cement mixer 
on to a lorry by hauling it up a ramp made 
from wooden planks and had been injured 
in the process by, he alleged, the negligence 
of his employers in being in breach of a 
statutory duty under the Building (Safety, 
Health, and Welfare) Regulations, 1948 and 
also in failing in their duty at common law 
to take reasonable care. 

The mixer was on a slight mound. The 
lorry was reversed towards this but, owing 
to the lie of the ground, the lorry floor 
inclined downwards—towards the cab—when 
it was halted. Planks were placed between 
the tail end of the lorry floor and the 
mound of earth. A rope was fastened to 
the front of the mixer, led around a ‘ bol- 
ster,’ or horizontal wooden bar fixed by the 
roof of the cab, and returned to the ground 
by the planks. By hauling on the rope and 
pushing the mixer it was urged up the ramp. 

The plaintiff was instructed to get on to 
the lorry and help guide the machine. As 
the mixer came over the end of the ramp 
on to the lorry floor it suddenly ran forward. 
The plaintiff's wrist was broken, probably 
by being caught between the ‘tripping’ 
wheel of the mixer and the wooden ‘bol- 
ster." Two other men were ‘ scotching’ the 
mixer’s wheels as it came up the ramp and 





down on to the lorry floor but this did not 
prevent the accident. 

It was conceded on behalf of the plaintiff 
that as no ‘lifting appliance,’ as defined in 
the Regulations, was in use (i.e, a crap, 
winch, pulley block, gin wheel, hoist, crane, 
etc.), the obligations concerning these did not 
arise, but it was contended that Regulation 
74 (I) (‘ every part of a load shall be securely 
suspended or supported whilst being raised 
or lowered and shall be adequately secured 
to prevent danger from slipping or displace- 
ment’) should be applicable and that the 
employer was in breach of it. 

The learned judge held that if it were 
applicable—and he was not giving a firm 
decision on the point—nevertheless, this 
method of ‘scotching’ and the use of a 
single rope in this manner was sufficient to 
comply with the Regulation. He rejected a 
contention that a further restraining rope 
should have been in use. 

Apart from the Regulations, he held that 
a plaintiff in this position on the lorry should 
reasonably expect this kind of danger and 
that he was at fault himself in not anticipat- 
ing it and keeping clear, either by getting off 
or by moving to one side as the mixer came 
over the end of the ramp. 


CHRISTMAS ARRANGEMENTS 


National Joint Council’s Statement 


bays following notice has been issued by 
the National Joint Council for the 
Building Industry: This year Christmas Day 
and Boxing Day fall respectively on a 
Thursday and a Friday. Inquiries have been 
received as to what should be the position 
where the parties locally feel that the open- 
ing of jobs on Saturday, December 27, 
would not be warranted by the circum- 
stances. A similar situation occurred in 
1952 and guidance was then given by the 
Procedure Committee in a Memorandum 
dated November 27, 1952. 

The Council then advised that there is 
no district where December 27 has been 
fixed locally as a recognised holiday, and 
that insofar as there might be, in any shop 
or on any job, a joint desire to close down 
on Saturday, December 27, 1958, this would 
be a matter for the parties concerned. 
Similar action in respect of the Christmas 
period this year would be appropriate. 

In this connection it must be understood 
that notwithstanding any generalised inter- 
pretation of National Working Rule 2A, an 
employer shall not be deemed to be in 
breach of the Council’s Rules if, after Christ- 
mas and Boxing Days this year, his job 
remains closed down on Saturday, December 
27, 1958, with the assent of a majority of 
the operatives on the job. Jointly agreed 
arrangements by a Local Joint Committee 
for the purpose of meeting this difficulty will 
also be deemed to comply with the intentions 
of the Council’s Rules. In either event due 
notice of the intention to remain closed 
down on December 27, 1958, must be 
clearly given before December 19, 1958. 

The Committee also points out that, since 
the normal pay day (Thursday) cannot apply 
when Christmas Day falls on a Thursday, it 
is obvious that this year pay day must be on 
an earlier day in the Christmas week (com- 
mencing December 22) the normal pay day 
an resumed on Thursday, January 1, 
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BUILDING MATERIALS 
Rise in Prices of Basic Materials 


in October 


HE basic materials index rose in Octo- 

ber by 0.6 per cent, This increase was 
mainly due to higher prices for non-ferrous 
metals, in particular to a rise of nearly 13 
per cent, in copper prices. Raw rubber 
prices also rose, but these increases were 
partly offset by a further fall in raw wool 
prices of nearly 44 per cent. and slight 
decreases in prices of raw cotton, jute and 
imported timber. The index numbers for 
materials and fuel used in the mechanical 
engineering and electrical machinery indus- 
tries rose by 0.6 per cent. and 0.9 per cent. 
respectively, mainly because of the increases 
in prices of non-ferrous metals, 

The October index for all building and 
civil engineering materials at 113.9* is 0.1 
below that for September and compares with 
115.4 for October, 1957. The house building 
materials index for October at 111.3* is the 
same as for September and 0.2 below the 
figure for October, 1957.

mph. The crane is rated at 16} tons and is 
available with boom lengths of 30 to 80 ft. 
and off-set jibs of 10 to 30 ft. 

Also on view was a useful piece of lifting 
machinery of a different type, the ‘ Tirfor’ 
Pulling and Lifting Machine, shown by 
Tirfor Ltd., 27 Broomgrove-road, Sheffield, 
10. This is a small lever-operated machine, 
easily handled by one man, which has a 
mechanical advantage of 85:1. This gives 
it a lifting capacity of 3 tons and a pulling 
capacity of 5 tons, although it only weighs 
59 Ibs. 

An attractive working model was used on 
the stand of Thos. Storey (Engineers) Ltd., 
6 Victoria-street, SW1, to introduce their 
* Uniflotes’ which are versatile floating con- 
struction units. Demonstrations of these 
steeled framed tanks which can be used as 
static landing stages, mobile ferries, etc., 
were given on the Thames. Also shown on 
this stand were details of the firm’s activities 
with Bailey Bridges. 

There are a number of recent introductions 


into the range of scaffolding units now avail- 
able. Among thern is the ‘ Economy Frame’ 
produced by SterlingSafway, Iddesleigh 
House, Caxton-street, SW1. This, as can 
be seen from the illustrations, is welded steel 
scaffold frame intended for use on multi- 
storey buildings. Among the advantages 
claimed are the speed of erection (labour is 
said to be reduced by 50 per cent); easy 
handling; no dismantling; the dimensions are 
ideal for access, working and material plat- 
forms. Also available now, from the same 
firm, is a fabricated hoist tower. This -is 
designed with the ACE ‘ Loadmaster’ self- 
tipping concrete hoist in mind and the fab- 
ricated tower is automatically erected, even 
by unskilled labour, to the very small 
tolerances allowed by this hoist.

Exhibits of interest to all who use the 
roads were the demonstrations on the stand 
of the Road Research Laboratory, which is 
a section of the Department of Industrial 
and Scientific Research, 5-11 Regent-street, 
SW1. One of the aspects of research on 
view was an apparatus for selecting road- 
stones for use on sites where skidding is a 
danger. This equipment comprises a machine 
for polishing the stones—simulating the 
action of rubber tyres on a road—and a 
portable apparatus for measuring the degree 
of surface polishing. This apparaius has 
been developed especially for field work. It 
is easily handled and can be set up con- 
veniently on any road where the surface has 
to be checked. Tests are made in wet weather 
when some surfaces are inclined to be 
slippery; the instrument permits assess- 
ment of the extent of polishing of the sur- 
face by traffic. It is also used for laboratory 
tests on sample surfaces of many different

‘STUDIES OF ADMINISTRATIVE 
METHODS’ 


Study Group’s Report 


E Latest in the series on ‘Studies of 

Administrative Methods,’ issued by the 
Royal Institute of Public Administration 
contains the findings of a study group set up 
by the Institute to examine all stages of the 
building contracts of local authorities to 
ascertain where and in what ways current 
procedures could and should be improved 
in order to limit the amount of work aris- 
ing from the scrutiny and settlement of the 
final accounts. 

Some of the problems described are well 
known to those in the building industry, but 
it is believed that this is the first time that 
they have been examined specifically in 
relation to the building work of local 
authorities. 

Among the Group’s 35 recommendations 
are that local authorities should maintain 
machinery for examining the total effect of 
the building requirements of individual ser- 
vices and for recommending the priorities 
to be adopted so that annual programmes 
can accord with the resources of finance and 
staff, that all tenders should be for a firm 
price where it has been possible to plan 
thoroughly before tenders are invited, and 
that the checking of the final account should 
be limited to ensuring its accuracy and 
should exclude an examination of its tech- 
nical aspects.

NEW HIGHER TECHNOLOGICAL 
AWARD 
College to be Established 


Noy National Council for Technological 
Awards announced on November 7 that 
in order to encourage qualified men and 
women to undertake further study beyond 
the level of the Diploma in Technology and 
carry out original investigations, they have 
decided to create an award higher than the 
Diploma in Technology. Their intention is 
that this award shall be a mark of outstand- 
ing distinction granted to a student who has 
proved his ability by completing a substan- 
tial programme of work demanding the 
application of his knowledge to the solution 
of a problem of value to industry. 

The Council will establish a college of 
technologists, to be known as The College 
of Technologists, and the new award will 
take the form of Membership of this College 
(MCT). 

To qualify for the award a student musi 
undertake a programme of work to be 
carried out jointly in industry and at a 
technical college. This programme may be 
concerned with any technological aspect of 
industrial activity, such as research, develop- 
ment, design, production or market 
investigation, Before starting on such a pro- 
gramme a student must apply to The College 
of Technologists, through the technical 
college at which he will study, to be 
registered as a candidate. The College will 
consider particularly the qualifications and 
experience of the student, the suitability of 
the programme offered and the arrangements 
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to be made for carrying out the work be 
at the technical college and in industry. 

The programme offered should be relat 
to the student’s personal experience 
industry and must have the approval of h 
employer. 

The Council suggest that a 3-year periof 
of work would cover their requirement 
provided it can be arranged for a high pram 
portion of a student’s time to be devoted 
the programme of work proposed. 

Registration of candidates will not 
restricted to holders of a Diploma in Tech 
nology, but may be extended to holders o 
equivalent qualifications. Teachers in 
technical colleges will be encouraged to 
become candidates for the award. 


‘MANAGEMENT AND 
TECHNOLOGY’ 
DSIR Research Booklet 


fase first attempt in Britain to compare 
industrial success with how closely indi- 
vidual firms follow the ‘rules of manage- 
ment’ as taught in British technical colleges, 
is described in a DSIR booklet, published 
recently entitled ‘Management and Tech- 
nology,’ which is No. 3 in the series ‘ Prob- 
lems of Progress in Industry.’ 

The research work, on which this report 
is based, was carried out by the Human Rela- 
tions Research Unit of the South East Essex 
Technical College between 1953 and 1957. 
It was sponsored by the Joint DSIR—MRC 
Human Relations Committee. 

The research team found that among the 
large-batch and mass-production firms there 
was a relationship between conformity with 
management theory and business success. 
Therefore, within this particular range of 
production systems, observance of the 
‘rules’ does appear to increase administra- 
tive efficiency. 

Outside this group, however, it appears 
that new ‘rules’ are needed and it should 
be recognised that an alternative kind of 
organisational structure might be more 
appropriate. ‘This does not mean,’ states 
the report, ‘that management theory has no 
value; it contains important and valuable 
information and ideas, provided its limita- 
tions are recognised and its principles sub- 
jected to critical analysis.’ 

The survey—which was confined to manu- 
facturing firms in South East Essex—actu- 
ally covered 100 firms employing 100 people _ 
or more. In broad terms, it revealed that | 
management organisation varies considerably 
according to the technical demands of the 
manufacturing process. A breakdown of 
management into its basic functions—deve- 
lopment, production and marketing—showed 
that the character of the functions, their 
chronological sequence, the closeness with 
which they had to be integrated and their 
relative importance to the success and sur- 
vival of the business, all depended on the 
system of techniques in the firm concerned. 

It is therefore possible to trace ‘a cause 
and effect’ relationship between a system _ 
of production and its associated organisa- 
tional pattern and, as a result, to predict 
what the organisational requirements are 
likely to be. | 

The research team also carried out three 
detailed case studies in firms where produc- 
tion systems were mixed or being changed 
and these are described in some detail.

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HOUSE-BUILDERS’ CONFERENCE 


PROBLEMS CONFRONTING THE INDUSTRY 


HE Federation of Registered House- 
Builders held a one-day conference 
on November 6 at the Connaught Rooms, 
Great Queen-street, WC2, during which 
some of the main problems confronting 
the industry were discussed after speakers 
had contributed papers on such subjects 
as house design, development plans, 
Green Belts, building finance and sales 
promotion. 

In his opening address the chairman, 
Mr. D. G. Howarp, MIOB, president of 
the Federation said: 

Wher it was first proposed some nine 
months ago that we should hold this con- 
ference, the clouds on the housing horizon 
looked pretty black. We were being told by 
Ministers and other persons in high authority 
that we had already broken the back of the 
demand for new houses and that from now 
on the programme would be steadily 
diminishing in size. It was suggested that 
the contribution by private builders would 
steadily decline during 1958 and 1959 to 
about 100,000 houses per annum. 

Not only has this forecast proved in- 
correct in respect of the current year, when 
our difficulties have been very great indeed, 
but I am going to suggest that during 1959 
the rate of building by the private builder 
will continue to improve. 

We are now operating at about 50 per 
cent of the pre-war rate of building and 
there is still a tremendous backlog of 
demand to make up. It would appear from 
reports which we read that all Parties are 
now agreed that home ownership is a good 
thing; and we who have always believed 
this to be true and have preached it, 
through fair weather and foul, are now 
pleased to see that the tide is at last turning 
in our favour. 

But we must make sure that in meeting 
this demand we do not allow the good name 
of the building industry to fall into disrepute. 


Housing Standards 


The first speaker, MR, G. GRENFELL 
Baines, ARIBA, AMTPI, who took as his 
subject ‘Housing Standards, in terms of 
density of houses, space standards in 
individual houses, and standards of con- 
struction, weatherproofing and heating, 
suggested that architects and house-builders 
in different parts of the country get together 
to decide on a number of design details 
for critical points in houses which could be 
adopted by districts or localities as the 
beginnings of a vernacular of modern 
building. To avoid monotony of detail and 
to give a choice they might select, say, three 
alternative methods of solving the same 
problem. Regional joint committees of 
architects, quantity surveyors and builders 
already exist and could start work on this 
idea straight away. 

Mr. Baines also suggested that there may 
be something in the idea that registered 
house-builders should consider commission- 
ing a distinguished designer to study prob- 
lems in the design of kitchen fittings and 
built-in fittings generally and to produce 
suitable designs. Attention to such details 
could go a long way towards redeeming what 
might otherwise be a dull job. 





Mr. C. DouGLas CALVERLEY, chairman of 
the National House-Builders’ Registration 
Council and past president of the FRHB 
was the next speaker on ‘ Housing Stand- 
ards.’ He stated: 

‘I think we can reasonably presume that 
the industry will now return to its tradi- 
tional role as the principal agency for 
housing the people of this country. We 
welcome this responsibility, but at the same 
time we are fully conscious of our obliga- 
tions, That is why we, as a Federation, 
are whole-heartedly co-operating with the 
RIBA to encourage architect and builder 
collaboration. We shall, of course, be 
criticised if only for the fact that we repre- 
sent private enterprise. 

‘The experience of the inter-war period 
showed us that in times of boom, there were 
those without knowledge and with no roots 
in the industry who were prepared to come 
in and to exploit the position and bring dis- 
credit to its good name. It was to remedy 
this state of affairs that the NFBTE pro- 
moted the NHBRC and established a 
Register of House-Builders prepared to 
build houses to not less than a minimum 
specification approved by this independent 
body; to have their houses inspected during 
construction; and to give a_ two-year 
warranty to remedy defects arising out of 
non-compliance with the specification. 


Growing Popularity 


‘The scheme is becoming more popular 
each year—the percentage of houses certi- 
fied compared with the total number of 
houses built, rises each year, but we have 
not yet reached the stage where the public, 
as a matter of course, demand this certi- 
ficate. 

‘The Building Societies have been of 
considerable help and assistance. They have 
publicised the scheme in the brochures they 
issue to the public, but there are some of 
our members who think they could do more. 
The Societies point out, and with some justi- 
fication I think, that they cannot close the 
ranks and make the certificate a condition 
of the mortgage until the majority of house- 
builders support the scheme. 

‘A very high percentage of houses built 
by registered house-builders—I believe it is 
now approaching 95 per cent—are architect 
designed,’ he said. 

‘Compared with the pre-war period we 
have a more technically educated purchasing 
public, who readily quote Codes of Practice 
and pamphlets published by various Develop- 
ment Associations and we shall be dubbed 
a backward industry unless we are prepared 
to lead in this question of standards.’ 

* Land for House-Building,’ was the title of 
the paper presented to the conference by MR. 
CHARLES Bowyer, P/PRICS. He said: 

*I do not think I need argue that there is 
a very real shortage of land for the private 
builder, and this is the case wherever houses 
are wanted, Naturally the position is worse 
in some areas than others. But if the plan- 
ners tell us that their Development Plans 
haye allocated ample land for present and 
future housing needs, the answer must be 
that it is in local authority ownership, or 
unavailable for various other reasons, or not 
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distributed according to the varying local 
needs. 

‘Progress in obtaining approval of 
Development Plans has been extremely slow 
and this is to be understood when one con- 
siders the magnitude of the task confronting 
the Department responsible for examining 
the proposals. 

“Should Development Plans be rigid and 
definite, or flexible and be a guide rather 
than a rule? The argument against rigidity 
is in the provision authorised by the 1947 
Act for the quinquennial review, but all too 
often the plan is taken as a rigid rule from 
which there can be no departure,’ he said. 
‘But planning must be alive and moving 
and not static, ready to be adapted to the 
changes which constantly surround us. One 
is more likely to find the rigid approach by 
the Planning Staffs of the local authorities 
than by the Ministry.’ 

On Green Belts Mr. Bowyer said, ‘ It must 
be wise to prevent towns linking up in miles 
of urban development without relief, but we 
are entitled to quarrel with the way in which 
the powers are being exercised by some 
planning authorities, A belt that is too 
tight can cause other ills. And here is the 
kernel of our complaint. The planners are 
imposing too tight a girdle with the result, 
as I have mentioned earlier, of making avail- 
able land too expensive and preventing the 
legitimate growth where it is most needed. 

‘The Green Belts are necessary and desir- 
able, but they are being turned into rigid 
areas without due regard to cause and effect. 
It would be preferable to have a “ white” 
belt inside the “ green” belt, where develop- 
ment could be controlled but yet permitted 
at the proper stage of natural growth.’ 

After lunch the first speaker was Mr. J. R. 
MILuican, ACA, deputy chairman of the 
Building Societies Association, who spoke 
on ‘ House-Building Finance.” There was 
nothing wrong, he said, with the facilities 
available for the purchase of newly built 
houses, provided the lenders were able to 
obtain the funds to meet the demand. 
Therein lay the rub. 


Turn of the Tide 


During recent months there had been a 
quite remarkable improvement from the 
national point of view, and there were indi- 
cations, so far as the building societies were 
concerned, that the tide was turning, and 
that funds were beginning to flow again. It 
was surprising how quickly the situation 
could change once such a trend was firmly 
established. ‘I am optimistic enough to 
hope,” he went on, ‘ that in the not too dis- 
tant future we shall be able to say with truth 
that every credit-worthy purchaser can be 
assured of the facilities he needs. 

‘During this difficult period, Mr. 
Millican continued, ‘ our association has not 
been content to sit back and wait for con- 
ditions to improve. We have instituted a 
collective advertising scheme, which has just 
entered its second year, in order to bring to 
the notice of a much wider public the facili- 
ties which building societies offer to savers.’ 

Finally, Mr. Millican referred to the new 
scheme under which the Government 
intend to lend money to approved building 
societies, this money to be used by societies 
to make advances of up to 95 per cent to 
purchasers of houses built prior to 1919 and 
costing not more than £2,500. 




















‘This means,’ he said, ‘that the propor- 
tion of building society funds now being 
lent on such houses will become available 
for lending on post-1919 houses, including 
newly built houses. One large national 
society has told me that 10 per cent of its 
lending is on pre-1919 houses, Another 
puts the figure at 124 per cent. In my own 
society it is higher but the average for 
societies as a whole might even be higher, 
and this could very well be the measure of 
the present shortage of funds available for 
lending.” 


House- Building Finance 


Mr. J. SHERREN, an insurance broker, gave 
details of house-building finance from the 
insurance aspect, Insurance companies, he 
said, played a small role in comparison 
with building societies. Funds were re- 
stricted in this field, but they tended to 
advance larger sums to potential house 
owners than did building societies. 

The final speaker of the day was Mr. G. 
McLean from Wolverhampton, who stood 
in for Mr. T. W. Jameson, a director of 
George Wimpey and Co., Ltd., who unfor- 
tunately was unable to attend due to illness. 
Mr. McLean gave a great deal of useful 
information on the selling of a house on the 
site, and throughout his talk he emphasised 
the necessity for after-sales service to the 
house buyer. 


Discussion 

The discussion which took place 
throughout the conference was at times 
heated and often humorous. During the 
morning session Mr. BAINES came in for a 
great deal of questioning. 

In reply to one questioner regarding lay- 
out, he said that good layout of even 
mediocre houses was preferable to bad lay- 
out of the best houses. Continuity was all 
important, and he was surprised to note how 
many builders did not appreciate this factor. 


Mr. Srrincer, Southern Counties, said 
that in his opinion the Federation’s certi- 
fication standards were not strict enough 
and the inspectors were not strict enough in 
their work for the type of building being 
undertaken, With reference to the ‘open’ 
plan or ‘through room’ mentioned by 
Mr. Grenfell Baines previously, he said that 
this could never be a popular aspect of 
design in this country until adequate heat~ 
ing was provided in the houses being built. 


In reply, Mr. Baines emphasised that 
good design incorporated heating and it 
only required co-operation between builder 
and designer to establish this. Competitions 
were a good thing since they helped to sift 
out the best designers. The public generally 
had to take what they got in buying a house 
so they bought the houses available, thus 
building up the false impression that these 
were what was wanted. He thought that 
given the opportunity people would lap up 
the new designs in houses. 

Mr. R. Kina, London, said that if the 
designs did not please the building societies 
and the public the builders would not get the 
money to produce houses and there would 
be.no need for architects. 

On the question of land for house building 
he said the builders were being held to 
ransom. There had to be a degree of plan- 
ning, but he was not sure that the planning 


incorporated in the 1947 Act was of the best 
kind. Boundaries were too tightly defined. 
A ‘cushion area’ should be adopted. As 
builders those present were deeply con- 
cerned with land. Its high cost forced them 
to lay an additional charge on people who 
could ill afford it. This was not a wise 
policy. 

Mr. WHITTINGTON, Southern Counties, 
considered that each Association should be 
concerned with planning in its own area 
and should approach local authorities to see 
that planning was carried out properly. 

Mr. HARPER suggested that the Minister 
of Housing be approached with a view to 
speeding up planning and to be asked how 
many plots were available throughout the 
country. 

On the question of finance Mr. J. B. 
RATCLIFFE asked why the building societies 
were not keen to lend money to builders. 
Also, were staged payments welcome or 
were they a nuisance? 

Mr. MILLICAN replied that there had been 
a general shortage of funds and this had 
made societies lay down certain strict pro- 
visions for the providing of capital. As far 
as he knew there was no objection at all to 
staged payments. 

One delegate asked if 100 per cent 
advances were not possible to prospective 
buyers. Mr. Millican replied that in some 
cases this was possible, but in his experi- 
ence this left no margin for default and 
should this occur it meant quite a consider- 
able loss for the society, which was not a 
practical proposition. 

Mr, SNOWDON, an insurance broker, said 
that on this question building societies were 
not, in his opinion, flexible enough; if they 
did not become so then the insurance com- 
panies would. It was not inherent in the 
British character to default and the per- 
centage of loss was very small indeed. 

Mr. Kemp, Manchester, put forward a 
case where a building society would not 
advance money on houses which did not 
contain at least one traditional fireplace. 

Limited Appeal 

Mr. MILLICAN, in his answer, said it was 
part of a society’s duty to lead the public to 
new designs. Advanced designs appealed 
only to a limited number of people, they 
were also difficult to resell and warranted 
a cautious approach financially. 

Mr. BAINES said that there was no reason 
for building societies to be afraid of 100 per 
cent loans. Threepence in every £100 given 
previously as the average default figure over 
the past year indicated that the people they 
were dealing with were worthy buyers. He 
asked the societies not to have a negative 
attitude towards design. 

A further questioner asked why there were 
300 building societies in Britain when there 
were only five big banking firms. ‘ Because 
this is still a free country,” Mr. MILLICAN 
replied, 

Mr. HEsLop, a visitor from Canada, said 
that he had heard a great deal of interest at 
the conference and he had learned a lot. In 
Canada house builders were not called such. 
They were really merchant builders who 
assembled parts of buildings which went to 
make a house. The first order of the day

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AID FOR HOUSE PURCHASE 
Outline of Government’s Scheme 


E Government have decided to 
enable more people to buy their 
own homes, The way to do this is by 
increasing the amount of money available 
for lending on mortgage. This will be 
achieved by advancing Exchequer money 
to building societies for re-lending to 
would-be house purchasers.’ So begins 
the explanatory memorandum to the 
Government’s White Paper, ‘ House Pur- 
chase, Proposed Government Scheme’ 
(Cmd 571, HMSO, price 6d.), published 
recently. Following is the outline of the 
scheme which has been agreed with the 
Building Socicties Association to assist 
home ownership: 

Under the scheme, the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government or the Secretary 
of State for Scotland will enter into agree- 
ments with approved building societies and 
will lend money to them to finance certain 
classes of mortgages. 

The Treasury will prescribe conditions 
with which building societies must comply 
as a pre-requisite of approval by the Chief 
Registrar of Friendly Societies for the con- 
ferment of Trustee Status on their deposits. 
Societies so approved will be eligible to 
participate in the scheme. 

When an approved building society has 
made an agreement with the Minister, the 
Government will lend money to that society 
to cover loans made to owner-occupiers for 
the purchase of private houses which are: 


(a) certified by the Society’s surveyor as 
built before ist January, 1919. 
{b) valued at £2,500 or less. 
The total amount of money lent by the 
Exchequer to any one society will not, how- 
ever, exceed 20 per cent of the deposit and 
share capital of the society (excluding for 
this purpose loans from the Government). 


Duration of Loans 


The Exchequer loans will be for a period 
of 20 years, repayable on an annuity basis 
half yearly, The rate of interest charged on 
these loans will vary from time to time in 
accordance with the arrangements described 
in the next following paragraph. The loans 
will be for 20 years certain, but the build- 
ing society will have the right to repay the 
whole or any part of the loan at any time 
it chooses. 

The rate of interest charged on the Ex- 
chequer loans will be related to the rate 
of interest recommended by the Building 
Societies Association for mortgages for 
private houses for owner-occupation, and 
will be one-half per cent lower than this 
rate. All building societies participating in 
the scheme will be charged the same rate, 
and will not be allowed to charge to bor- 
rowers under the scheme more than the rate 
recommended by the Building Societies 
Association. When the Building Societies 
Association recommended rate is varied, the 
rate charged to building societies which have 
entered into agreements will vary in step 
with that rate. Any change will take effect, 
for new loans, from the date recommended 
by the Association for the coming into force 
of the new rate; and three months later for 
loans outstanding at the date of the change. 

Provision will be made for the scheme to 


be. reviewed at three months’ notice at the 
request of either the Minister or the Building 
Societies’ Association, though any society 
may withdraw from the scheme at any time 
by giving three months’ notice, If, as a 
result of a review, the scheme is amended, 
the amended scheme will apply to all new 
business undertaken by those societies 


remaining in the scheme from the date on 
which the amended scheme comes into force. 
Any society will have the right at this point 
to withdraw from the scheme, If a society 
withdraws from the scheme, loans made to 
it will remain in force subject to the terms 
of the appropriate agreement. 


Right of Termination 

The Government will have the right to 
terminate the whole scheme at six months’ 
notice, which may be given not earlier than 
twelve months from the date on which the 
present scheme is brought into operation. 
In the event of termination, loans already 
made to societies will continue in force 
under the terms of the appropriate agree- 
ment until final repayment to the Minister. 

Any loans made by the Minister will rank 
pari passu with other deposits and creditors 
in the event of the winding-up of a building 
society. No society taking part in the 
scheme will be allowed to give a prior 
charge to any creditor which would rank 
in front of the Exchequer loans. 

Any society which, having entered the 
scheme, loses approval, will automatically 
be excluded from the scheme for future 
business though the agreement it. has previ- 
ously concluded with the Minister will apply 
to business undertaken up to the date on 
which its participation in the scheme ceases. 

A society entering the scheme will under- 
take by formal agreement, in return for 
receiving Government money on the terms 
set out above, to grant to any borrower who 
in the opinion of the society is creditworthy 
a mortgage for the purchase, for owner- 
occupation, of a private house completed 
before January 1, 1919, in any part of the 
United Kingdom where the society operates, 
and valued by the society’s surveyor at 
£2,500 or less, on the following terms (pro- 
vided always that the house which is to be 
mortgaged is certified by the society’s sur- 
veyor as being a suitable security for an 
advance by the society):— 


(a) The advance, if the borrower so 
wishes, to be 95 per cent of the purchase 
price or valuation, whichever is the less. 


(b) The mortgage to be repayable over 
a period of 20 years or such shorter period 
as may be mutually agreed. 


(c) The basic advance on the mortgage 
to be at least 75 per cent, the balance to 
be secured by such means as the society 
may accept, provided that if the additional 
security takes the form of an indemnity 
policy, then (i) the society shall ensure 
that insurance companies make such poli- 
cies available, and (ii) the whole of the 
premium for the insurance policy shall be 
lent to the mortgagor in addition to the 
95 per cent advance. 


(d) The rate of interest on a mortgage 
must not exceed the minimum rate recom- 
mended for the time being by the Build- 
ing Societies Association for new mort- 
gages for private houses for owner- 
occupation. 


.(e) No premium or any other charge 
‘shall be payable to a society by a bor- 
rower as consideration for an advance on 
mortgage. : 

The society will be entitled (subject as 
stated above, to the total amount of money 
borrowed from the Government not exceed- 
ing 20 per cent of its capital) to borrow 
from the Minister all the money required to 
finance mortgages in the category set out 
above. The society may, if it wishes, finance 
this business partly with money raised 
through normal channels and partly with 
money borrowed from the Government. 

For houses completed between January 1, 
1919, and January 1, 1940, and valued by 
the society’s surveyor at £2,500 or less, a 
society entering the scheme will undertake 
to offer any borrower who in the opinion 
of the society is creditworthy a mortgage 
for the purchase of a private house in the 
United Kingdom, for owner-occupation on 
terms at least as favourable as those set 
out above, in so far as the society's funds are 
adequate to meet the demand for 95 per 
cent advances on such mortgages:—always 
provided that the house, which is to be 
mortgaged is certified by the society's sur- 
veyor as being a suitable security for an 
advance by the society. 

If a mortgagor who is purchasing his 
house under this scheme improves it with 
the aid of a ‘standard improvement’ grant 
within two years of the completion of the 
purchase, the building society will lend him 
the money to pay his share of the cost of 
the improvements, provided that the society’s 
surveyor is satisfied that there will be an 
appropriate increase in the value of the 
house and provided that, where appropriate, 
the necessary additional security has been 
forthcoming to the building society and the 
society are satisfied that the borrower can 
meet the additional payments involved. 


A MEDIEVAL ECHO 


DEADENER 
‘Modern’ Principles in a 
Swedish Church 
A SOUND-ABSORPTION device, or more pro- 
perly an echo deadener, designed on the 
most modern principles and being most effi- 
cient, has come to light during the restora- 
tion of the Akebiick medieval church in the 
Baltic island of Gotland. It is believed to 
have been installed at the time of building 
more than eight hundred years ago, writes 

a correspondent. 

The instructor in the subject of building 
acoustics at the Royal Institute of Tech- 
nology, Stockholm, Mr. Ove Brandt, made 
this surprising discovery. He observed three 
round holes in the top of the ceiling of the 
dome, which when inspected proved to be 
the openings of clay jars mounted above. 
A method believed to be a new invention 
in the 1930s made use of a similar con- 
trivance, at that time after careful mathe- 
matical calculations; it was found that the 
12th-century jars had the form, proportions 
and tonal character of their modern counter- 


Mr. Brandt terms the discovery as a 
sensation of international scope. He believes 
it likely that other Gotland churches from 
the period may be found to be similarly 
equipped. 











The Thermal Insulation Act and 


' Fire Hazard 
By L. A. ASHTON, BSC. (ENG.) 


MUCH has been written during the last 
few months on the draft Regulations 
to the Thermal Insulation (Industrial 
Buildings) Act 1957 and now that the 
actual Regulations' have been published 
together with the Explanatory Memor- 
andum? the time is opportune to attempt 
to remove some of the confusion which 
has arisen, and to answer some of the 
questions which have been Fa 

It is easy to criticise the Act for its 
shortcomings in not making mandatory 
some elementary structural fire pre- 
cautions, but it must be borne in mind 
that the Act is primarily a fuel-saving 
measure, and that the fire requirements 
were added only to avoid the introduc- 
tion of hazardous insulating materials on 
a large scale. More than this could not 
be expected, and the correct place for 
many of the building features, which it 
has been suggested should have been 
embodied in the Act in order to give 
protection against fire, is a Code of Prac- 
tice rather than local authority by-laws 
or Acts of Parliament. Say : 

Before proceeding with this discussion 
it is desirable to ensure that the terms 
used are understood. Articles have 
appeared containing terms wrongly used, 
which reference to BS 476: Part 1: 1953* 
could correct. The chief error has 
been in applying the term ‘ fire-resistance 
and its derivatives to that property of 
materials which is properly denoted by 
‘flame’ or ‘ fire-retardance’. The Regu- 
lations rightly deal only with the fire- 
retarding properties of the materials used 
for insulation, or their ‘ resistance to the 
spread of flame’ as it has been called. 
There is ample evidence of the desirability 
of controlling this property of com- 
bustible materials, whereas the need to 
provide a roof which is fire-resisting can- 
not be regarded in all instances as axio- 
matic. 

The materials which may be used as 
wall and ceiling linings to provide thermal 
insulation in industrial buildings vary 'n 
fire hazard from the safest, which are the 
non-combustible materials, to those which 
can be ignited by a small source and 
which will continue to burn without 
further application of heat. — 

A non-combustible material has the 
greatest ‘resistance to spread of flame 
since it will not burn and gives no assist- 
ance to flame propagation over its sur- 
face. Tests are specified in British 
Standard 476: Part 1: 1953 first for 
determining whether or not a material is 
combustible, and, secondly, for measur- 
ing the tendency for combustible 
materials to spread flame on their sur- 
face. The highest class in the ‘ Surface 
Spread of Flame Test’ (Class 1) includes 
both products which have that classifica- 
tion ‘inherently,’ that is, in their natural 
form, and materials in any of the other 
Classes 2—4 which have attained Class 1 
by virtue of the application of a subse- 
quent treatment. 


Evidence obtained during an investiga- 
tion into the rate of development of fire 
in rooms lined with various materials led 
to the conclusion that under given condi- 
tions those materials which were inhe- 
rently Class 1 gave less assistance to deve- 
lopment of fire than materials which had 
been raised to that class by the use of 
thin surface coatings. 

It should be realised that when a fire 
breaks out in a building the presence of 
any kind of roof prevents the free escape 
of the products of combustion which 
therefore tend to spread through the 
building. The nature of the materials 
lining the building affect the rate at which 
fire spreads under given conditions, non- 
combustible materials giving the mini- 
mum assistance and Class 4 materials 
giving maximum assistance. The greater 
the contribution made by the combustible 
materials on the floor the less significant 
are the differences in. flame spread 
characteristics of various lining materials 
likely to be. 

By using non-combustible or Class 1 
materials more time is given for the Fire 
Brigade to arrive before a fire reaches 
the stage where it cannot be controlled 
compared with the same situation when 
materials or lower resistance to flame 
spread are used. The properties of the 
linings are only one of the factors which 
determine whether a fire will grow and 
involve the whole building, and a false 
sense of security might be engendered if 
the other factors were overlooked, since 
fires causing heavy loss have occurred in 
buildings having non-combustible walls 
and roof, as well as in buildings with the 
more hazardous linings. 

The amount, nature and distribution 
of the combustible contents and the 
amount of windows have great import- 
ance, and may, in certain circumstances, 
render some fire precautions of small 
significance. Structural measures of fire 
protection, other than the choice of 
internal linings, also can be decisive in 
preventing a small fire becoming a large 
one. 

In deciding on an acceptable level for 
resistance to spread of flame of the linings 
in industrial buildings, the results of the 
investigation mentioned above into the 
development of fire in both full-scale and 
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model rooms under standardised condi- 
tions have been examined in the light of 
information on the likely delay between 
the call to a Fire Brigade and its arrival 
at the fire. It is assumed that the Fire 
Brigade will be effective in checking a 
fire if it arrives before the fire has fully 
developed. Early discovery of an out- 
break is essential for effective fire-fighting 
action. Ifa fire occurs at night in a build- 
ing without means of prompt detection 
the presence of non-combustible 
materials as linings will not prevent that 
fire reaching serious proportions before 
the arrival of the Fire Brigade. The 
following Table gives the time for the 
whole of a room to become involved in 
fire when lined with certain materials, 
that is for the fire to be fully developed. 

In a large building the time elapsing 
from the start of a fire to its full develop- 
ment would probably be greater than the 
times in Table 1, but there is some evi- 
dence that the materials would still have 
a similar order of effeetiveness for the 
delay they would provide. 

Table 2 shows data relating to attend- 
ances in non-rural districts by County 
Borough Brigades at ‘large’ fires in 1952, 
that is fires estimated to have entailed 
direct damage of £10,000 or more.

The above figures, which are an indica- 
tion only since they are based on small 
samples, show that in 97 per cent. of the 
fires the Brigade arrived in less than 6 
minutes after receiving the call. No esti- 
mate is possible of the time elapsing 
between the start of the fires and dis- 
covery, and this information is necessary 
for a full consideration of all the factors. 

The Act requires that ‘restricted’ 
materials shall under some circumstances 
have a resistance to the spread of flame 
and there is at present only one standard 
test available which can be regarded as 
appropriate to this description—the 
surface spread of flame test of BS 476. 
The figures quoted in the above Tables 
provide a means for deciding the level of

following basis: 


(1) Materials in Class 4 can be ignited 
by small sources and should be excluded 
on these grounds; in addition they permit 
flames to spread rapidly over their 
surfaces. 

(2) Materials in Class 3, as shown by the 
data in Table 1, do not significantly delay 
the time of development of a fire under 
given conditions compared with a Class 
4 material. Experience with fires in build- 
ings in which Class 3 or 4 materials were 
used for roof linings has shown that they 
can lead to rapid spread of flame. 

(3) There are very few inherently Class 
2 materials and they are of a type which 
are unlikely to be used for thermal 
insulation. Class 3 or 4 materials can be 
raised to Class 1 with little additional 
cost compared with that required to bring 
them up to Class 2 and the extra protec- 
tion provided would be worth while. 

(4) Reference to Table 1 will show that 
materials having a Class 1 surface give 
a wide range of performance under actual 
fire conditions when used as linings in 
relatively small enclosures. At the lower 
end of the range are the treated Class 
4 boards, which provided a delay in the 
full development of the fire of about 5 
minutes in comparison with untreated 
boards of the same type. It is considered 
that in large buildings the delay which 
these linings would give should be greater 
than this. Table 2 shows that any time 
gained in restricting the spread of a fire 
may be critical in enabling the Fire 
Brigade to arrive. Only an approximate 
assessment is possible of the potential 
value of the delay provided by fire 
retardant linings, since there are few data 
on the time elapsing between the start of 
of a fire and its discovery. Where auto- 
matic fire detection systems are installed 
a more precise estimate can be made. The 
conclusion from consideration of the 
above factors is that the minimum per- 
formance for resistance to spread of flame 
for materials forming the inside surface 
of roofs of industrial buildings should be 
Class 1 in the relevant test of BS 476: 
Part I: 1953. . 
Some materials of low melting point, 

e.g. certain types of foamed plastics, 
cannot be validly tested by means of the 
‘Surface Spread of Flame Test.’ Use is 
currently being made of an alternative 
test developed for combustible materials 
at the Fire Research Station to assess the 
fire hazard associated with these materials, 
and their performance in this test can be 
related to the various classes in the spread 
of flame test. If a material is shown by 
this new test to be equivalent to a Class 
1 material in the contribution it can make 
by its rate of liberation of heat to the 
development of fire in a building where 
it is used as a lining, then such a material 
may be regarded as satisfying the require- 
ment of the Regulations of being used in 
such a way as ‘not to enhance the risk 
of fire breaking out or spreading in the 
building.’ : 

Regard would have to be given, how- 
ever, to the nature of the roof to which 
these insulating materials were to be 
applied, since if a fire occurred, the melt- 
ing of the insulation would expose the 
supporting structure and it would be 
necessary for the internal surface of the 
structure to be Class 1 or non-combustible 
if the requirement of the Regulations 
quoted above were to be met. 


The Explanatory Memorandum gives 


examples of the use of materials of other 
types in ways to satisfy the Regulations 
and at this stage there is no need to go 
into further detail. Information is more 
likely to be required on the performance 
of materials in the ‘Surface Spread of 
Flame Test’ and up-to-date lists of pro- 
prietary materials having Class 1 surfaces 
can be obtained from the Director, Fire

JUBILEE 


Lancashire and Cheshire 
Branch Celebrations 
From a Correspondent 

“oo important among the activities of 

the Lancashire and Cheshire Branch 
of the Institution of Structural Engineers 
during their week of celebrations of the 
fiftieth anniversary of the founding of the 
Concrete Institute, later to become the 
Institution of Structural Engineers, was the 
symposium held on October 29. Speaking 
in the morning at the College of Science and 
Technology, Manchester, were Sir Richard 
Southwell on ‘Trends in Engineering 
Science, 1908-1958,’ and Professor Sir 
Alfred Pugsley on ‘ Structural Analysis and 
the Economy of Structures,’ while in the 
afternoon, at the University of Manchester, 
the eminent American engineer Professor 
Hardy Cross read a paper on ‘ The Relation 
of Structural Mechanics to Structural 
Engineering.” 

Notable as were these two meetings for 
gathering on one platform possibly the 
three most distinguished structural engineers 
of the English-speaking world the afternoon 
meeting was made memorable by the presen- 
tation, by Mr. G. S. McDonald, President 
of the Institution, to Professor Cross of the 
Institution’s Gold Medal. 

Professor Hardy Cross, for many years 
Professor of Civil Engineering at Yale, is 
known to engineers throughout the world, 
particularly for his introduction in the 1920s 
of ‘ moment distribution,’ a method of struc- 
tural analysis making practicable the design 
of multi-storey structures. 

Open to the public from October 27 to the 


following Saturday was an exhibition which 
sought to bring together examples of the 
work of structural engineers in all fields by 
photographs and models. The exhibition 
attracted many young men and students, 
their parents and teachers, whose obvious 
interest will, it is believed, provide many 
future entrants to the profession. 

Appropriately held in the College of 
Science and Technology, Manchester, the 
first college in Great Britain to appoint a 
Professor of Structural Engineering, the 
exhibition was opened officially by Mr. 
R. M. McNaught, FRIBA, President of the 
Manchester Society of Architects. 

A working model of Jodrell Bank Radio 
Telescope possibly attracted most interest, 
but not least important were scale models 
of Calder Hall and the Dounreay Materials 
Testing Reactor, whilst local interest in a 
notorious traffic bottleneck caused many to 
pause by the model of the Runcorn-Widnes 
suspension bridge now under construction. 

In addition to these technical activities 
the branch also held on October 28 the 
inaugural meeting for the present session at 
which the president installed the branch 
chairman, Mr. D. D. Matthews. 

On the following evening the Lord Mayor 
and Corporation of the City of Manchester 
invited members of the branch and their 
guests to a civic reception in honour of the 
Institution’s jubilee; and to end the week 
there was on the Friday evening a banquet 
and dance at the Midland Hotel, Man- 
chester, attended by the Lord Mayor of 
Manchester, Alderman J. E. Fitzsimons, and 
the Lady Mayoress, Professor W. Mansfield 
Cooper, Vice-Chancellor of Manchester 
University, the president of the Institution 
and Mrs. McDonald, together with about 
250 members and their guests.

More Pupils and Students 


THE NUMBER of pupils and students articled 
or indentured under the LMBA Training 
Schemes has been more than doubled in the 
past year. 

This was announced last week at the 
LMBA Education Conference held in Iron- 
mongers Hall, The president, Mr. Stanley 
Farrow, presided. 

Whereas last year 35 firms were training 
young men under the LMBA Pupilship and 
Studentship Deeds, and there were approxi- 
mately 100 indentured students and 15 
articled pupils, now the number of firms 
training pupils and students has risen to 80, 
and there are 200 indentured students and 
22 articled pupils at work, with, in addition, 
over 400 under signed articles in private 
schemes organised by individual members of 
the LMBA. 

It was also announced that the standard 
of entry for indentured students had been 
raised. The entrance qualification is now 
three *O” level subjects including mathema- 
tics and English. Boys who have success- 
fully completed a three years’ building 
course, granting exemption from the first 
year of the Ordinary National Certificate in 
Building, may also be admitted. 

The Conference was attended by the Prin- 
cipals and Heads of Building Departments 
of most of the London Technical Colleges as 
well as by members of the LMBA Council 
and representatives of the National Federa- 
tion and the Institute of Builders. 

Among the other subjects discussed were 
the new structure of the Institute of Builders, 
accident prevention and the future of techni- 
cal education. 


Expansion and the Building Industry 


SPEAKING at a luncheon in Hendon last 
week, given in his honour by the LMBA’s 
Northern Area, THE PRESIDENT said that he 
thought they could now, with a certain 
amount of confidence, look further ahead 
than for some years. 

“I have been fairly optimistic for some 
time,’ said Mr. Farrow. ‘In fact, I have 
been warned by some that I was treading on 
dangerous ground, but I think the future will 
prove me right, 

“Expansion is now the watchword, and 
when it comes the building industry will be 
one of the first to benefit. I believe it is 
equipped as never before to undertake an 
expanded building programme, for the 
“credit squeeze ” has had its effect by mak- 
ing us critical of our own individual organi- 
sations. Now I believe we are capable of 
undertaking a vast volume of work quickly 
and economically.’ 

Speaking to the Borough Surveyors and 
Architects at the meeting, Mr. Farrow said 
that the Government’s new long-term capi- 
tal investment programme would affect many 
of them, and he sincerely hoped their plans 
were well forward, so that when the, time 
came work could get under way without 
undue delay. 


Mr, W. S. Cook, chairman of the area, 
presided.

TRAINING OF TEACHERS 


LMBA Education Committee Report 


A STUDY group set up by the London 
Master Builders’ Association’s educa- 
tion Committee to consider the contributions 
which might usefully be made by the build- 
ing industry to the problem of the supply 
and training of teachers of building subjects 
in technical colleges in the London region has 
now reported. The document, published from 
47 Bedford-square, WC1, was presented to 
the LMBA ninth education conference on 
November 11. 

The Study Group was set up under the 
chairmanship of Mr. D. A. G. Reid to con- 
sider the implications of the Willis Jackson 
Report on the supply and training of 
teachers in technical colleges, in relation to 
the building industry in the London region, 
so as to achieve a new co-operative relation- 
ship between the industry and technical edu- 
cation. The following recommendations are 
made: 

1. A category of ‘ Special Lecturers’ or 
‘Associate Lecturers’ should be estab- 
lished, who would be prominent members 
of industry closely connected with a tech- 
nical college. 

2. A Committee should be set up to 
assist, co-ordinate and review liaison 
between the technical colleges and the 
industry. 

3. Recommendations are made on the 
secondment of teachers to industry, with 
particular regard to the financial position 
involved when teachers are seconded or 
attached for long or short periods, or 
when men from industry transfer to teach- 
ing. 

4. The function of the LMBA repre- 
sentatives as members of Boards of 
Governors and Building Advisory Com- 
mittees is of great importance, and such 
representatives should meet together annu- 
ally to determine how best they may, by a 
common policy, assist the colleges in the 
development of technical education in the 
industry, 

In a foreword to the report the chairman 
of the LMBA education Committee, Mr. 
David Woodbine Parish, FIOB, writes: It is 
now commonly accepted that the long-term 
prosperity of each undertaking and every 
industry depends to a very large extent upon 
the policies that are adopted and the arrange- 
ments that are promoted to énsure the fullest 
exploitation and development of the latent 
skills and capacities of everyone 
employed. . . . It is to be hoped that the 
several matters which the study group has 
considered and set out in their report will 
be widely read, and that the recommenda- 
tions which have been made, be adopted. It 
may well be that the more enlightened firms 
will be the first to contribute to the solution 
of the problems involved in the supply of 
technical teachers, but it is for each and 
every firm to consider what contribution each 
can make, recognising the corporate respon- 
sibility of each industry. 
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WEST SUSSEX DEVELOPMENT 
MH&LG Approve Plan for 
Southern Section 


HE. Minister of Housing and Local 

Government has approved, with modifi- 
cations, the Development Plan for West 
Sussex (Southern Section). This means that 
the whole of the county is now covered by 
an approved Development Plan. 

The plan for the Southern Section was 
prepared in 1951 and was the subject of 
a public inquiry in November, 1952. It 
includes a written statement, a county map, 
and town maps for Chichester, Bognor Regis, 
Felpham-Middleton, Arundel, Rustington- 
Ferring, Worthing, Lancing-Sompting, Shore 
ham-by-Sea and Southwick, East and West 
Wittering, Selsey, and Bosham; together 
with programme maps for each of the 
above. The plan does not include a town 
map for Littlehampton. In view of the 
fact that the Minister proposed considerable 
modifications to the town map for Little- 
hampton as submitted, it was agreed that 
this should be deleted altogether from the 
present plan and a new town map for Little- 
hampton is being prepared for submission 
to the Minister early next year. 

The approved plan also contains a number 
of proposals for areas of comprehensive 
redevelopment within the present built-up 
areas. 

Although the Minister’s approval to the 
plan for the Southern Section represents a 
landmark in the planning of the county, it 
is, in fact, merely a stage in the continuing 
process. Under the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Act, 1947, development plans have to 
be reviewed every five years, and already the 
plans prepared in 1951 are due for review. 
Moreover, a great deal of work is still 
required in connection with <he detailed pro- 
posals for the redevelopment of the decaying 
areas in some of the towns in the county 
and work on these is already in hand. 

The development plan does not contain 
any proposals for the planning of the villages. 
This work is being undertaken by the County 
Planning Department and it is the intention 
that as and when these plans are prepared 
they shall be put on exhibition in the villages 
for public comment, Such village plans when 
approved will not form part of the official 
development plan, but will serve as the basis 
of controlling development within the vil- 
lages themselves and in the surrounding 
areas. 

Apart from the deletion of the Littlehamp- 
ton town map referred to above, the principal 
modifications which the Minister has made 
in approving the plan are as follows: —The 
town maps generally have been brought up 
to date and reflect the main changes in land 
use which have occurred since 1951, e.g., 
areas of land previously allocated for market 
gardens which have now been approved for 
residential development are shown allocated 
as such. The proposed south coast trunk 
road from Chichester to Hammerpot being 
part of the Folkestone/Honiton route, has 
been reprogrammed 20 years plus—instead 
of within the 6/20 year period, which would 
seem to indicate that the Ministry do not 
consider that this road is likely to be com- 
pleted before 1971. 

Chichester City.—A modification to the 
Chichester town map reflects the Minister's

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decision with regard to Westgate Fields, i.e., 
the area originally allocated for educational 
purposes and public open space has been left 
‘white.” The approximate location of the 
site for the College of Further Education 
has been indicated by a symbol. The south- 
western quadrant of the proposed inner ring 
road for Chichester which was planned to 
cross the Westgate Fields has been deleted. 
The Minister states that he has taken this 
action in order that all other possibilities of 
relieving traffic congestion in Chichester could 
be fully explored after the present plan has 
been approved and that it will be open to the 
County Council to submit an amendment to 
the approved plan when their further exami- 
nation of the traffic problem has been com- 
pleted. 

Part of the industrial allocation west of 
the existing industrial estate has been deleted; 
but land to the east of the industrial estate 
already acquired by the Chichester City 
Council has been included in the industriai 
allocation, in addition to further allocations 
at Quarry-lane, Wick. The Minister’s deci- 
sions with regard to land to be excavated 
for mineral working adjoining the Chichester 
By-pass are now reflected in the plan. A 
number of areas designated for compulsory 
acquisition have been deleted, the land 
having been acquired by the authorities in 
the meantime. 


Bognor Regis, Felpham and Middleton.— 
On the Bognor Regis and Felpham-Middle- 
ton town maps, the large area at Aldwick 
allocated for residential development in the 
period subsequent to 1971 has been deleted 
from the plan, and so also has an area of 
approximately 30 acres af land at Aldwick 
Grange which had been allocated for resi- 
dentical development in the 6/20 year period. 
An area at Fitzleet House originally allo- 
cated for hospital purposes has been modified 
to reflect the planning consents which have 
already been granted for the use of the area 
for residential purposes, shopping, bus 
station, car park, etc. The use of land at 
Nyetimber-lane and at Sundale-lane, Middle- 
ton, for proposed public open spaces has 
been deleted from the plan. The proposal 
to use land east of Gloucester-road for a 
holiday camp has been included, and this 
modification involves the deletion of. the 
proposed new road from High-street to 
Felpham-way. 

As a result of objections, the Minister has 
decided to delete from the plan the Area of 
Comprehensive Development in the York- 
road/ Marine-drive/Belmont-street area, but 
it is understood that proposals in a modified 
form are likely to be submitted for the 
Minister's approval at a later date. 


Arundel.—The proposals for residential 
development, public open space and allot- 
ments at the southern end of the Torton 
Hill Estate have been deleted, and so also 
has the proposed extension of the industrial 
area south of the River Arun. The Area of 
Comprehensive Development around King- 
street has been deleted from the plan. 


Rustington and Ferring—The main modi- 
fication to the Rustington-Ferring town map 
is the deletion of the strip of proposed public 
open space along the coast. The Minister 
has stated that the Council’s views regarding 
the protection of the character and use of 
these areas are fully appreciated and it is 
considered that appropriate treatment of the 


various areas involved should be thoroughly 
examined at the next review of the plan. 

Worthing.—There is a considerable num- 
ber of modifications in detail to the town 
map for Worthing, but the most important 
one is the deletion from the plan of the large 
area of land to the west of Limbrick-lane 
allocated for residential development. How- 
ever, an application for the development of 
this area has been received and the merits 
of the proposals are to be considered at a 
public inquiry due to take place on Novem- 
ber 27. The public open space allocations 
on the fringe of the Downs north of the 
development area have been deleted from 
the plan; so also has the cemetery allocation 
at Munnery’s Copse, although the proposal 
to establish a crematorium in this area has 
been indicated by means of a symbol. The 
proposal to develop land adjoining Durring- 
ton Cemetery for residential purposes has 
been deleted and the land is shown in the 
‘white’ area. The proposed Area of Com- 
prehensive Development at Eirene-road has 
been deleted, and also some of the areas 
designated for compulsory acquistion. Many 
of the areas in Worthing originally allocated 
for market gardens have been re-allocated 
for residential and other purposes. 

Lancing and Sompting.—The principal 
modifications to the Lancing-Sompting town 
map are the deletion of two proposed public 
open spaces, the first south of the Sompting 
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By-pass, and the second at South Lancing. 

Shoreham-by-Sea and Southwick.—In the 
Shoreham-by-Sea and Southwick town map 
the land south of Southlands Hospital origin- 
ally allocated for hospital purposes has been 
re-allocated primarily for residential use and 
a symbol indicates the approximate location 
of a primary schoo] in this area. The pro- 
posed public open space at Holmbush north 
of Kingston Broadway has been deleted, and 
to compensate for this an area of market 
garden land south of Middle-road has been 
re-allocated for public open space. 

The proposed car park allocation at Mid- 
dle-street and John-street has been deleted 
from the plan and a symbol inserted to indi- 
cate the approximate position of a car park 
in this area, the site of which has not yet 
been determined. In Southwick there is a 
considerable, modification to the original 
Comprehensive Development Area proposals 
to accord with the latest scheme approved 
by the County Council and the Southwick 
Urban District Council. 

The principal modification to the West 
Wittering town map is the deletion of the 
area at East Head as a proposed public open 
space, and similarly, on the Selsey town map 
the proposed public open space at East Beach 
has also been deleted. The proposed main 
road diversion northwards from Manor-road 
towards Norton has been programmed in the 
period after 1971.

Craft Building 
Js igre with long-term interest in the 
industry are watching with hopeful 
eyes for a revolt against mass-production in 
building and a return to craftsmanship as an 
essential part of the builder’s trade. It is for 
this reason pleasant to see a brochure pre- 
pared by the old-established firm of J. & R.

It is a rule of this 150- 
year-old firm that each job be carried out 
under the personal supervision of one of the 
directors with an aim to provide a link at 
high level between the designer and the 
execution of the work.

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HULL HOUSING PROBLEMS 
‘Ministry Retarding 
Development Proposals’ 


Mr. H. F. Atston, Hull Town Planning 
Officer, says in his annual report that the 
housing crisis which had long been forecast 
is now imminent. Proposals for development 
are being seriously retarded by the increas- 
ing length of time needed to obtain 
Ministerial approval. The few remaining 
housing sites in the city are rapidly being 
used up, and the new areas which had been 
planned to provide continuity cannot be 
developed until Ministry approval is 
received. 

The problem of housing the city’s over- 
spill population has the best chance of 
progress in taking the situation in stages, 
says the report. Most of the people to be 
re-housed under the vast programme of slum 
clearance would have to be moved from 
their old surroundings and the amount of 
new land and buildings required would be 
comparable with the city’s periods of most 
rapid growth in the past. 





FACTORY ROOFING ECONOMICS 


Timber Shelis Could Save £30m. 


ADDRESSING Humber Timber Trade 
Luncheon Club recently, the director of the 
Timber Development Association, Mr. 
PuiLuip O. REECE, said that an illustration of 
the new approach to timber development 
was to be seen in the TDA’s work on 
shell roofing. This was an enterprise which 
could revolutionise building practice and 
establish the trade in a position of very great 
advantage. 

“In 1957," said Mr. Reece, ‘the total 
national expenditure on the roofing of 
industrial buildings was of the order of some 
£80m. Had this work been carried out in 
timber shell roofing the saving in capital 
investment could have been of the order 
of £30m., i.e. over a third of the cost. In the 
development of this new form of construc- 
tion the TDA has shown what can be done 
through the application of modern methods 
of research to the practical problems of 
building, and has designed and brought about 
the construction of the largest hyperbolic 
paraboloid shell in the world. 


BALLAST AND SAND INDUSTRY 


New Wage Rates 


By AGREEMENT of the National Joint 
Council for the Ballast and Sand Industry, 
the Wages Agreement has been amended as 
follows, to take effect from the beginning of 
the first full pay period falling on or after 
October 21. 

1. The basic rates of wages for labourers 
shall be as follows: Class 1, 3s. 8}d. per 
hour; Class 2, 3s. 73d. per hour. 

2. The rate of payment to watchmen shall 
be as follows: Class 1, 23s, 9d. per shift; 
Class 2, 22s. 9d. per shift. 

The rates of wages for ‘C’ Class Licence 
Drivers shall be 48 follows: Drivers of 
vehicles under 12 tons gross laden weight: 
Class I, 3s. 114d. per hour; Class 2, 3s. 104d. 
per hour. 

Drivers of vehicles over 12 tons gross 
laden weight; Class 1, 4s. 03d. per hour; 
Class 2, 3s, 113d. per hour.

From Our Own Correspondents 


BELGIAN CONGO.—Following _ the 
decision in principle to go ahead with the 
hydro-electric project on the Inga site, an 
Administrative Council for the National 
Institute of Studies for the Development of 
the Lower Congo has been set up by Royal 
decree. 

BRAZIL.—The National Development 
Bank have signed a contract to assist in the 
construction of the hydro-electric plant at 
Jurumirim on the river Paranapanema in the 
State of Sao Paulo. . . . The award of an 
International Bank loan of US$73m. for the 
construction of the dam and hydro-electric 
station at Furnas in the State of Minas 
Gerais was announced recently. The con- 
struction contract has been awarded to 
George Wimpey & Co. in association with 
the Companhia Constructora Nacional S.A., 
and it is understood that the tenders for the 
purchase of electrical equipment will be 
opened shortly. The project for 
the construction of a tunnel to join Rio de 
Janeiro to Niteroi was discussed recently 
when the Rio Prefecture announced that 
international public bids will be called for 
shortly. It is understood that the successful 
contractor will have to undertake to com- 
plete the tunnel within five years. The 
over-all length is to be 6.1 kilometres, of 
which 3.5 will actually be under water. 

. Brasilia Obras Publicas S.A. Societe 
de Construction des Batignolles of Paris and 
M.A.N. of Germany have been awarded the 
tender, originally issued in 1954, for a navi- 
gational lock system on the river Taquari 
near Bom Retiro do Sul in the State of 
Rio Grande do Sul. . . Caterpillar do 
Brasil S.A.. subsidiary of Caterpillar Truck 
Co. of Peoria, Illinois, have announced they 
will shortly begin the construction of a large 
factory at Santo Amaro on the outskirts of 
Sao Paulo for the production of rollers, 
scrapers and bulldozers. 

CHINA.—The Government plans to link 
the Yangtze Kiang and the Yellow River 
by canals to divert 13 per cent of the head- 
waters of the Yangtze, to feed the Yellow 
river and the proposed power units of the 
Chingtung gorge project, The first canal 
will run from the Han tributary along the 
middle reaches of the Yangtze to connect 
with the Yellow River at Chengchow. The 
second, leading from the Yangtze’s Upper 
reaches, will link up the two rivers at points 
not far apart. Alternative routes are now 
being surveyed. Meanwhile, work has 
started on the large scale multi-purpose 
water conservancy and power generating 
project at Chingtung, near Yinchuan, capital 
of the future Ningsia Hui autonomous 
region. 

HONG KONG.—The Buildings Ordin- 
nance Office has approved plans for eight 
blocks of the Housing Authority's So Uk 
project, in Kowloon. These are 12 and 17- 
storey premises, designed by W. Szeto and 
H. S. Luke as part of a consortium of 
architects working on this scheme... . A 
new 16-storey building containing nearly 
82,000 sq. ft. of floor space is to be built 
by the United Chinese Bank Ltd., at 29-37 
Des Voeux-road Central, in the heart of 


Hong Kong’s business area. The architect 
is D, S. Phelps, ARICS, of Harriman Realty 
Co, Estimated cost of the building is $3m, 
It will take 16 months to build and will re- 
place three-storey business premises 50 years 
old. . . . Directors of the Chinese Manufac- 
turers Association are planning to build a 
permanent exhibition centre for the display 
of local industrial products, Estimated to 
cost well over $1m., this will replace the 
temporary structures which are erected each 
year and pulled down at the end of the ex- 
hibition period. . . . The Government has 
decided to proceed immediately with the con- 
struction of a road across the North Kow- 
loon foothills to link the new airport area 
at Kai Tak with the new Tai Po road and 
by-pass the busy Kowloon business area. To 
cost $3m., the two-mile highway is being 
designed by Scott & Wilson, Kirkpatrick & 
Partners (Resideat Partner, Mr. G. K. Henry) 
and will probably take 18 months to con- 
struct. It will include a flyover junction, 
bridges and culverts, all designed to Ministry 
of Transport standards and will, when com- 
plete, open up new building areas for devel- 
opment. . . . In the three months ended 
September 30 10 new building projects or 
major alterations were completed by the 
Architectural Office PWD (Chief Architect 
J. T. Mallorie ARIBA, AMTPI), and 31 
projects were under construction, nine of 
which are being carried out by private 
architects, At present sketch plans for 13 
major projects are in hand, and nine more 
are awaiting approval by the appropriate 
client departments, whilst a further 16 
schemes are in the hands of private 
architects who have been commissioned by 
the Government through the Architectural 
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Office. There are 27 projects at the working 
drawing stage in the Department, ‘These 
figures are contained in the latest quarterly 
report of the Director of Public Works (Mr. 
A. M. J. Wright, ARIBA, ARICS, Acting), 
who also announces that 658 plans covering 
1,000 buildings were submitted for approval 
by the Buildings Ordinance office during the 
period under review. ... A 112 ft. long re- 
inforced concrete pier, 81 ft. wide, is to be 
built at Tsing Yi island, opposite Tsuen Wan 
to facilitate residential development and boat 
building. 


ITALY.—A firm contract has been signed 
between the Nuclear Power Plant Company 
and Agip Nucleare for the construction of 
a Calder, Hall type nuclear power station 
near Latina. Plans are under con- 
sideration for a new motorway between 
Genoa and Ventimiglia. A company has 
also been formed to study the possibility of 
constructing a tunnel under the Spluga Pass 
between Italy and Switzerland. An 
agreement has been signed for the construc- 
tion of an autostrada between Fornovo and 
Pontremoli which would replace the existing 
road over the Cisa Pass between La Spezia 
and the Emilian Plain, one of the main cross- 
ing points of the Appenines, 

KENYA.—As a result of the Kenya 
Government’s invitation to contractors for 
the construction of road works to the value 
of £4m. on a deferred payment basis, it has 
been announced that the proposals of two 
British Companies, Mowlem Construction 
Company of Nairobi and Raymond Inter- 
national (Great Britain) have been accepted. 


SOUTH AFRICA.—It is reported from 
Port Elizabeth that financial and commercial 
concerns are currently spending approxi- 
mately £2m. on blocks of shops and offices 
in the city. . Construction of a new 
shopping centre, said to be the first of its type 
in the world, will be started in Pretoria next 
January. It will house under one roof a 
bank, a restaurant and 30 shops. Motorists 
will drive up a ramp to the first floor where 
there will be 250 parking bays. At nights 
this will be turned into a drive-in cinema. 
A contract for construction work at 
the Phosphate Development Corporation, 
Phalaborwa, Transvaal, forming part of the 
overall expansion programme of Foskor, has 
been received by John Laing & Son (SA) 
(Pty), Ltd. This involves extensions to the 
generator building and the provision of 
foundations for a new generator. Laings will 
also extend the filter house and provide four 
concrete settling tanks. 


SPAIN.—The continuing shortage of 
water in Barcelona has prompted the 
Government to allot 1,000 million pesetas 
(117.6 pesetas to the £) to the city for the 
construction of eight barrages on nearby 
rivers which should save three-quarters of 
their annual flow. . . . ‘ Iberdurro SA” have 
applied for a permit to build a 60,000 kw 
thermal power plant costing 498.7 million 
pesetas in the port area of Pasajes. The 
same company have been granted.an $8.9m. 
loan for their Aldeavilla project by the 
Export Import Bank. . . . * Nuclenor’ has 
announced that the site chosen for the even- 
tual building of a nuclear power plant by 
this consortium is at Santa Maria de Garona 
in the province of Burgos and not at Sobron 
in the province of Alava as previously 
stated.
